at the Diet of Frankfort,’’ Herr Woerrmann 
continued, ‘‘con- 
vinced him that there 
was notroom enough 
in Germany fer both 
Austria and Prussia. 
It became his object 
to turn out Austria 
and he never con- 
céaled his intention 
to accomplish it. He “ 
was ready to make a 
bargain 80 long as he 
was required to con- 
cede nothing essen- 
tial. When a bargain on those term was not 
to be had he accepted a eonfiict, for which he 
knew Prussia was ready, and the result justi- 
fiei his foresight. In the settlement 
after Sadowa he exerted a seif- 
restraint which was perhaps his greatest 
achievement. The soldiers were against him 
for they trusted their strength. Bismarck, 
looking far ahead, advocated moderation as 
the right way to secure the future good will of 
temporary enémies. In this way he gained 
over South Germany within a year or two 
and Austria a few years later. The 
conflict with France was held to be 
inevitable after the defeat of Austria. 
The military leaders were able to take it up at 
anytime. Indeed, the géneral staff was ready 
even in 1866 to enter Vienna, at the risk of 
having the French army on their flank. But 
Bismarck preferred moderation. 


THE LUXEMBURG DISPUTE. 


In 1863, when the Luxemburg dispute arose, 
the military administration were for accepting 
the French chulenge. Bismarck was for a 
compromise if it could be effected honorably. 
He held that a war postponed may be 
a war prevented. In 1870 the conditions 
were different. The challenge was given 
to Germany ii a manner which left no 
alternative. The theory that Bismarck had 
conjured it up by some deep laid plot isa fic- 
tion of his enemies. In the work that followed 
of giving a political form to German unity the 
Chancellor held the most mo- 
Gerate programme. When the terms 
of peace wiih France came to de 
settled, Bismarex was again for moderation. 
The annezatlon of Alsace-Lorraine was 
forced upon him by the soldiers, and by the 
public opinion created by the historical 
school. His chief object since the treaty 
of Frankfort has deen to keep the 
peace while consolidating the power and 
infuence of Germany. He has never taken 
a narrow view of the means to secure this 
end. In 1878 he made every possible conces- 
sion to Russia. When he afterwards saw that 
he had gained nothing by this course except 
an uncertain peace, he made the alliance with 
Austria and I which still exists. This en- 
abled him to weather the very dangerous 
crisis ecessionsd by the union of the two Bul-

| THE SHOWING OF THE MONTALY BULLETIN 


OF THE STATE BOARD OF AGRICULTURE. — 


Wheat Injured by Freezing Weather—Fruit 
Suffers Severely, Particularly Peaches— 


Condition of Live stock and Some Valu. | 


able Weductions—Work of the Dogs— 
Other Matters. 


The monthly bulletin of the State Board of 
Agriculture shows the following: This, the 
first crop reportof the season issued by the 
Missouri State Board of Agriculture, is com- 
piled. from returns from correspondents in 
every County in the State, excepting Carter, 
Dunklin and Oregon, who falied toreport in 
time. 

a CLIMATIC CONDITIONS, § 

The weather during the winter just passed 
has dean remarkably mild, there being but 
little freezing weatber until March, during 
which:month we have had the most unfavora- 
ble conditions of the season. 

WHEAT. 

Quite favorable conditions prevailéd at 
wheat seading time last fall (excepting ina 
few localities where the soil was too dry) and 
the crop was putia in good condition. The 
seed germinated frirly well and the plants 
made a good start, continuing to grow 
until late into the winter, making 
generally, avery fine appearance. But with 
the lst of March came freezing weather with- 
out snow, which, alternating with mild 
spells, continued throughaut the month, the 
effect of which has been very injurious to the 
wheat plant. In many instances the plants 
had jointed and itis feared that when that is 
the case they are dead. There has been 
almost an entire lack of protec- 
tion by snow and as a result the plant has 
been badly bleached since freezing weather 
came, so that probably it is not in as bad con- 
antion now as it seems to be. Many corres- 
pondents hold this view and say that the 
recent favorable weather bas greatly improved 
Its appearance. 

Owing to to the long continued growing 
weather of the fall and early winter, the Hes- 
sian fly worked more extensively than usual 

. RYE 
has suffered less than wheat from the recent 
freezing weather. This crop is not, however, 
very extensively grown for the grain. A con- 
siderable area is usually sown for fall and 


winter pasture. 
FRUIT. 9 
The warm weather during the winter caused 
fruit buds to start, particularly buds which in 
portions of the State burst into full bloom, re- 


sulting in their almost complete destruc=on. 
Early apple and pear buds are thought to be 
more or less injured but it is a little early to 
make an estimate of the extent of the dam- 
age. Small fruit plants have also been injured 
to a considerable extent. Their comparative 
condition, with that of the.orchards, is indi- 
cated in the table of summaries; 
LIVE STOCK. 

Unusually abundant forage and grain crops 
of last season, good fall of winter pasture and 
miid weather isa remarkable combination of 
conditions for stock, but the comparative 
condition is not as good as might be 
expected. Why is this? The prin- 
cipal cause for the low relative condition, 
considering the favoroble circumstances, will 
be found, we think, in the fact that where 
and when natural conditions are regarded as 
favorable the stockman is more apt to allow 
his stock to seiftfor themselves. Feeding is ir- 
regularly and imperfectly done, and the stock 
suffers the full effectof bad weather. The more 
completely the character of the stock and 
surrounding conditions bring the farm stock 
directly und*~ the eye and care of the owner 
the better wül be the condition and the 
lighter will be the loss. 

HORSES 
stand highest in condition, cattie next, sheep 
third and hogs lowest. The same order 
will be noticed in the figures showing 
the number of animals lost during 
the year in each 1,000 head. It will be readily 
conceded that horses are best cared for 
among farm stock and the care given to other 
classes decreases with cattle, sheep and hogs. 

Looking atthe figures from another stand- 
point it will be seen tbat in those sections of 
the State, the southern, where the natural 
conditions (of climate and range) are 
considered more advantageous to stock 
raising it will be seen that, as a 
rule, the condition of the stock is lowest and 
losses heaviest. The effect, too, of increased 
value of stock can also be seen, for in those 
sections of the State in which the stock is the 
best bred the best stiowing is made. 

ANIMAL DISEASES.—Diseases among horses 
have not been more than usually prevsient. 
There has been the usual run of distemper 
and other ordinary diseases. Glanders exists 
to a considerable extent throughout the State.

have continued their devastating work on 
the sheep flocks of the State, and as a con- 
sequence the number of sheep in the State 
continues to decrease, as has been the case 
now foranumber of years. They are becom- 
ing scarce and are in demand. 


have died in large numbers from the different 
diseases, all of which are called cholera. The 
true hog cholera undoubtedly exists in many 
of the counties of the State, and in some has 
caused extensive losses, some correspondents 
reporting that fully 50 per cent of the hogs in 
their localities have died. Itis to be hoped 
that the veterinarians will shortly be able to 
advise a practicable remedy for this disease. 
LIVE STOCK IN THE STATE. 

A table is given,showing the numbers of dif- 
ferent classes of live stock in the State by 
counties, for the years 1888 and 1889, as given 
by the county clerks of the respective coun-- 
ties. Figures were received upto going to 
press from all but three of the counties of the 
State, Dallas, Shannon and Wayne. This table 
will be found worthy of considerable study. 
By tt one can see ata glance if stock has in- 
creased or decreased in number in any one 
county of the State. It will be seen that there 
has been an increase in all classes of stock, 
excepting sheep, in the State as a whole. 
Sheep have decreased in all sections excepting 
in Southeast Missour!, the total decrease for 
the State being 7-per cent, or 47,072 head. There 
has been an increase of horses in the State of 
5 per cent., or 46,677 head. Mules increased 4 
per cent., or 8,852 head. Jack stock 91 per 
cent., or 4,689 head. Cattle 5 per cent., or 
113,424 head. There was a falling off of 2 per 
cent. of the cattie in Southwest Missouri.

THE SCHOOL BOARD DISGRACE. 


No matter what the attorneys for the 
untaxed members of the School Board 
may succeed in doing in the courts by 
legal trickery, or the corrupt combine in 
which the untaxed members are partners 
may accomplish by unscrupulous meffitds 
their characters and motives are fixed in 
public opinion. 

The indecency point was passed long 
ago by these men, and they stand revealed 
as men who will resort to any means, 
however disreputable, to gain and retain 
offices to which they are not legally en- 
titled. They have proved by their con- 
duct that they have no regard for law, 
for the interests of the people or the 
schools or for decent public opinion. In 
the attempt to securetheir ends they have 
violated laws, sworn falsely, broken 
pledges and outraged honest sentiment. 
The charge of fraud lies against one of 
them and offenses equal to this, if not so 
defined in the law, have been committed 
by all of them. 

The situation in the board has assumed 
such a phase that the contest must be 
recognized as a desperate fight for dis- 
honest spoils.

The latter called loudly 
for help and her husband came running 
to the scene. Sanders had a Rute 
in his hand as he approached.

Consecrated to Liberty. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCctt. 
WaSHINGTON, D. C., April 5. — Liberty 
Island is to stand consecrated to liberty. The 
Bartholdi statue is not to be encumbered 
with the sheds and shanties of an inmigra- 


tion depot, and the beauty and peace of the 
island are not to be marred by the turmuil 
and trafic of the immigration business. The 
immigration depot is to be located on Ellis 
Island. The House of Kepresentatives to-day 
passed without material amendment, the 
resolution which the Senate passed on 
Wednesday, March 27. The resolution as 
passed by the House to-day, reads: 

Resoived, That the Secretary ofthe Navy be 
and he is hereby authorized and directed to 
take immediate measures forthe removal of 
the naval magazine from Ellis Island, in the 
harbor of New York, 

Sec. 9. That the sum of $75,000, or so much 
thereof as may be found necessary, be and 
the same is hereby appropriated out of 
any moneys in the Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated to purchase or to 
obtain by condemnation a site for 
and for the erection of a naval wagazine,with 
suitable bulidings, and thatthe Secretary of 
the Nuvy shal! select a site at a sale distance 
from populous cities and from the shipping 
of the harbor 61 New York, and tbe further 
gum of $75,000, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, is hereby appropriated to enable 
the r! of the Treasury to improve said 
Ellis Islaud for immigration purposes. 

The maln interest of the resolution for those 
who care for Liberty Island lies in the final 
clause, which was inserted in the Senate on 
the motion of Senator Hiscock. The only 
amendment made by the House to-day was 
the insertion in sec. 2of the words, with 
suitable bulldinge, and it is only 
for convenience in that amend- 
ment, which is a mere matter 
of form, that the resolution has to go back to 
the Senate, The resolution as originally 
introduced by Senator McPherson related to 
the removal of the naval magazine alone, 
and wus prefaced by the following preambie, 
which explained its purpose:

In order to insure an oppor- 
tunity to havethe resolution considered by 
the house Mr. Boutell had introduced a spe- 
clal resolution under which the Committee 
on Rules would, if nescessary, have set apart 
a day for the purpose. But after considering

At one time there had been 
some intention of submitting a minority bili 
on the lines of the Mills bill which passed 
the House inthe last Congress, but that in- 
tention has been abandoned the majority of 
the Democrats onthe committee and three- 
fourths of the Democrats in the House regard 
that bas bad politics and altogether inadvisa- 
ble. They are satisfied that the 
McKinley bill is wholly indefensible, and 
as opponents of that pill merely 
they think they can afford to stand before the 
country. It is not the function of a minority

March 13, 1890, when 17.0 was recorded. 

The distances by river from Cairo to New 
Orleans and the velocity of the current ord- 
narily between these two points may not 
prove uninteresting. From Cairo to New 
Orleans is 963% miles, to Vicksburg 599, to 
Memphis 280, A freshet wave from Cairo to 
New Orleans usually takes up nine days in 
transit, or a little more than four miles per 
hour. From Meuphis to New Orleans the 
time taken up isa triffe less than seven and 
a half days, and from Vicksburg about 
three days. It is a noticeabie § fact 
that up to this time the crevasses have all 
occurred in levees that were considered com- 
paratively safe, while levees that were 
deemed hopsiessiy weak are still seoure.

OPPOSED TO THE TAX. 


The &t. Louis Cotten Exchange Pronousces 
Against the Compound Lard Bill, 


An interesting meeting was held yesterday 
at the Cotton Exchange to discuss the move- 
ment to impose a tax on compound lard and 
to place it under the Internal Revenue De- 


partment. The talk was general, and at its 
close the following preambles and resolutions 
were adopted and signed by President Wm. 
M. Senterand C. W. Simmons: 

Whereas, The Agricultural Committee of 
the House of Representatives has reported 
favorably a bill introduced by Mr. Conger of 
Iowa taxing compound lard;’’ and whereas, 
large quantities of cotton seed oll are used 
annuaily for compounding with lard, which 
compound has been declared by eminent sei- 
entists and experts to be entirely wholesome, 
and has been sold for many years to cousum- 
ere without injury tothe general health; aud 
whereas, there is no deception or fraud prac- 

manufacturers of com- 
tne contrary, each 
every package is properly 
branded compound iard;’’ and, whereas, 
beef fat is also one of the ingredients of 
**compound lard, atax on which will injure 
the already depressed cattle industry; and, 
whereas, there is a large surplus in the Na- 
tion Treasury. consequently the revenue de- 
rived from this tax is not needed, but is sim- 
ply for the purpose of taxing one industry for 
the benefit of another—of robbing one in order 
to enrich another; and, whereas, tbe city of 
St. Louis is one of the largest manufacturing 
centers of compound lard in the Union, and 
has through this commodity in 
last few year drawn to 
elty—the center of the Mississippi 
Valley—a large and growing trade from the 
South and Southwest; and, whereas, the 
manufacturers of compound lard give em- 
ploy ment to over six hundred citizens, sus- 
talning more than three thousand persons 
and expending in wages more thara million 
dollars per year; and, whereas, the passage 
of the Conger bill would ruin this great in- 
dustry and would result in the destruction of 
the millions of dollars invested in the cotton 
oli business inthe South. Be it 
Resolved, That it is the sense of 
the Cotton Exchange of the 
of St. uis, Mo., that this 
ened destruction of property, loss | 
trade and deprivation of employment for so 
many of our worthy citizens, demands that 
the entire Congressional delegation from the 
State of Missouri,irrespective of party, should 
earnestly oppose the passage of the Conger 
bill; beit further 
Resolved, Thatacopy of these resolutions 
be forwarded to our Senators from the State 
of Missouri and to our Members of the House 
of Representatives, with the request that they 
present the same to their respective bodies, 
and also to the press of our city and the entire 
State for publication.

BY A SERVANT GIRL. 


No Apparent Motive for the Deed— Rough 
on Rats the Peison Used—The Mettman 
Murder as Deeply Shrouded in Mystery as 
Ever—tThe Husband to Be Tried for the 
Crime—Deshamps, the New Orleans 
Chloroformer, Sentenced to Death—The 
Criminal Calendar.

effects of the poison, but the doctors think 
the danger of death ensuing is almost past. 
Immediately after eating supper last night 
the whole femily suddenly became ill, vom- 
ited a great deal and suffered great agony. 
Dr. Cruther of Auburn Park, was the first to 
come to their assistance, carly this morning, 
and he found all the symptoms of arsenical 
poisoning. Mr. Newland had already 
breathed his last, and his wife was in adying 
condition. The doctor concentrated his ef- 
forts upon the son and daughter, who had 
not eaten so much of the poisoned food, and 
to-night they are much improved. It was 
learned that the family bad .partaken of 
canned corn for supper, but the doctor 
found nothing wrong with the contents of 
the can, and came to the conclusion 
it was cold-blooded murderon the part of 
some one who was able to mix poison with 
the food. Suspicion was at once directed 
towards the missing servant girl, Emma 
Stark, who had worked for the family only 
one day. She had been engaged from the 
Anchorage Mission for fallen women, and her 
home is in Lafayette, Ind. She performed 
the work assigned her during the day, 
and helped to prepare the evening meal. 
Just before supper she complained of having 
the toothache, and being without money Miss 
Grace gave the girl more than enough to buy 
some medicine. The servant returned and 
prepared supper, but as soon as she saw the 
whole family taken ill she left the house with- 
out taking what belonged to her. The police 
have learned that she purchaseda ticket last 
night at Grand Crossing for LaPorte, Ind., 


and the authorities there have been notified 
to arrest her. At Rogers & Stanner’s, a drug 
firm in the neighborhood of the Newland 
home, it was ascertained that the girl had 
purchased.a package of rat poison instead of 
tooth medicine. The poison ccntained a large 
percentage ot arsenic. The girl was a stranger 
to the familly, and no reason except a flendish 
desire to poison some onecan be assigned for 
the terrible deed. 
THE ALLEGED POISONER ARRESTED. 

The police this afternoon arrested the sus- 
ected seryant giri, Emma Starr, at the Park 

heater. She gave her name as Delia Foster, 
and said she was a variety sctress and that 
her realname Mrs. Starr illiam Ray. She 
said she had a daughter 9 years old, 
who was living with her husband, a bill- 
poster, at Ft. Wayne, Ind. She said she never 
saw Mr. or Mrs. Newland and never heard the 
name. She was taken to Mr. Newland’s house 
and identified by Chas. Whitt, the colored 
servant, and by Dr. Rogers, the druggist who 
sold her the rat poison, after which she was 
locked up in the armory station.

Joseph Pfeuglier may be, he can thank the.

Rufus Doussard for his freedom. Pfeugler, it 
is said, is wanted on acharge of horse steal- 
ing, while Doussard is the Deputy Sheriff of 


St. Clair County, III. About six months ago a 
valuable borse was stolen from Wm. Ahring,a 
farmer living near Burksville, Monroe Coun- 
ty, Ili. Suspicion at the time rested on Pfeug- 
ler, who had been staying in the vicinity, and 
who was missed from his accustomed haunts 
about thetimeof the disappearance of the 
borse.

EXPLAINS HIS POSITION. 


Not knowing in detail the position which 
my associates may take on the subject, I de- 
sire to state for myself what my position in 
the matter is. The Supreme Court of this State 
is prohibited by the Constitation from exer- 
cising any other than appellate jurisdiction ex- 
cept in cases specially provided for in the 
constitution. The constitution rants it 
power to issue certain remedial writs. That 
power is vested in the court asacourt and 
not vested in the individual judges of the 
court. That a writ of prohibition can be is- 
sued by the Supreme Court inthese cases, of 
course, nobody denies, but whenver the 
Supreme Court issues the writ it must act as 
a court, and I hold—and we all holdthe po- 
sition—that an order to sh@w cause why the 
writ should not lssue must likewise emanate 
from the court and not from an individual 
judge thereof. ' 

We understand a number of cases have 
been presented tothe Judge of the Supreme 
Court, when he was hearing this matter in 
Chambers, which tend to show that while the 
judges of the common law courts in England 
never exercised the power of making an or- 
derto show cause returnable to the court 
and that even the original application always 
had to be made to the court itself, yet that, 
under the practice prevailing in this country, 
necessities may arise In some cases for imme- 
diate action, and therefore an order to show 
cause may be issued by a judge, returnable to 
his own court, but every one of these cases 
are cases where the Judge granting the order 
and the court to whicl it was returnable 
were the same, and in which the only dis- 
tinction between the Judge and the court is 
that artificial distinction, which is recognized 
between courts sitting in term and 


A JUDGE SITTING IN VACATION, 
and the power exercised in issuing the writ to 
show cause, andthe power exercised in issu- 
ing the final writ of prohibition, was, in each 
instance, exercised by identically the same 
person. 

The caseof ex-parte Ray, 45 Ala., the case 
ofex-parte Booth, 64 Alas, and the case of 
Mayo vs. James, 12 Grattan, are ail 
cases of this character. But here an 
entirely dlfferent question ts presented. To 
make those cases at all applicable to the fact 
presented in this case regardless of the oun- 
atitutional inhibition. it would be at least 
necessary that an order to show cause should 
be issued by a majority of the Judges compos- 
ing the Supreme Court, because the majority 
of the Judges of the court would represent 
the same persons in regard to the power 
which. in the three cases above cited, the 
Judge himself represented, as they would 
control the final action of the Court. 

An individual judge of the Supreme Court 
cannot control the action of that court or of 
this court. Now, I am perfectly well aware 
that in 93 Mo. the Supreme Court of this State 
has decided that under the statute of this 
State, which authorizes an alternative writ of 
mandamus to be issued by a judge in vaca- 


tion, a Judge of the Supreme Court may exer- | 


cise the power and issue the writ, and it may 
be said that that case has some bear- 
ing on the present controversy because if the 
constitution operates as an inhibition on any 
individual judge toexercise power of this 
character, then the Legisiature by statute 
cannotconfer it. But thereis a vast differ- 
@nce between cases of mandamus and quo 
warranto, and cases of probibition. In the 
two former cases the status of the parties is 


NOT DISTURBED AT ALL. 

An alternative writ of mandamus leaves the 
parties entirely inthe same position in which 
they were before, until the case iy finally de- 
termined by the court itself, to which the 
writ is made returnable. 

An alternative writ of quo warranto lea 
the parties entirely in the same position in 
which they were until the facts are Gnally 
determined by the court itself, so that. 
in cases of mandamus and quo war- 
ranto, it is of little practical importance 
whether an individual judge of the Supreme 
Court mav exer@ise the power, which, under 
the constitution, seems to be vested in the 
court as a whole, and the question is purely 
of technical importance. But an order to 
show cause why a writ of prohibition should 
not issue operates immediately, just as a 
preliminary injunction would operate im- 
mediately. It arrests the proceedings at that 
stage. It may materially affect the existing 
rights of the parties at the trial, it may inter- 
ruptthe trialunder circumstances where it 
can never be resumedwith such effect as it 
might be carried on at the time the order is- 
sued.

I simply know from the 
statement of the Presiding Justice that 
he has been served with notice 
that a motion to show cause. bas 
been granted. I do not understand that I 
have bee rved with notice as a member of 
the court at all. Ituke this view, however, 
that we oughtto have been notified that an 
application of this kind would be made to the 
Supreme Court.

THE NICAKAGUA CANAL, 


Work Being Pushed Rapidly and Gratify- 
ing Progress Made, 


By Telegraph to the POST-DIsPaTon. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., April 5.—Rear Admiral 
Daniel Amnien, United States Navy, retired, 
arrived in the city yesterday irom Biluefields, 
Nicaragua. He Was much gratified at the suo- 
cessful work in progrese on the harbor of 
Greytown. Judging from the present condl- 
tion of affairs, the harbor will be made at 
three-quarters of the estimated cost. Some 


weeks ago Menocal, the engineer in charge of 
the works, cabled to his assistants !n Nicar- 
agua to employ all the force necessary to 
proceed rapidly with the construction, and 
that three dredges would very soon be upon 
the scene. The harbor is the only dificulty 
in the making of the canal, and now that the 
work is progressing favorably, the outiook 
for the completion of the canal is bright. The 
country along the canal has been cleared up, 
and the digging will be a comparatively easy 
matter. The method being followed by Men- 
ocal is the same as that employed by Col. 
Ernestine at the harbor of Galveston, the ad- 
vantage, however, being in favor ot Grey- 
town, where there are no gales to destroy the 
work. Admiral Ammen said the canal would 
be completed much faster than the people 
anticipated. Fifteen thousand men will be 
employed, of which number there would be 
4,000 skilled mechanics, and the work would 
then be pushed through in very sbort order. 
The extreme unhealtbfulness of Panama does 
not exist in Nicuragua, and there will be less 
loss of life from climatic influences than on 
the Isthmus. The Admiral le{t here this 
evening for Washington. 


SHELTER FORK FLOUD sUFFERERS. 


Twenty-Two Thousand Tents Bought in St. 
Louis and Subject to Orders. 


That the government intends to offer ad- 
equate shelter to the sufferers ffom the floods 
in the lower Mississippi Valley is evidenced 
by the number of tents just bought in this 
city. The purchases were made by Capt. 
Rogers, located at Washington, in charge of 
the Bureau of Clothing and Equipage, under 
the direction ofthe Wa? Department. Capt. 


Rogers came here several days ago and im- 
mediately canvassed all the tent and awning 
companies iy the city. At the Missouri com- 
pany’s he bought everything In stock in the 
shape of a wall tent, over eight car loads. At 
other establishments he also cieared out the 
stock, managing to get together 22,000 tents, 
or about twelve carioads. The purchase of 
these tents by the government is with the 
idea that they will be needed on sudden 
emergencies. No orders have as yet been 
received for them, but they will be‘YWeft under 
charge of Col. Moore of the Quartermaster’s 
department and shipped as directed from time 
to time. Capt. Rogers returns to Washington 
to-morrow.

Ji Baim Kan., April 
5.—The action of the 
Farmers’ Alliance in 
its recent State Con- 
vention in declaring 
against the re-elec-

They allege 
that in his eighteen years’ service as United 
States Senator, he has never championed one 
measure that was intended to benefit the 
agricultural clases.

GEN. CAMPBELL A CANDIDATS. 

A. B. Campbell, ex-Adjutant-General of 
Kansas, announced himself yesterday a can- 
didate for Congress. He will contest with 
Gen. Harrison Kelley, who has not yet com- 
pleted his first term as the representative of 
the Fourth District. Considerable opposition 
to Kelley is already developing. Many prom- 
ident G. A. R. men are said to be against him 
because he has in severa! instances appointed 
civilians when old soldiers were candidates 
for the same positions. Kelley is a farmer, 
but he does not have the united support of 


the agricultural classes. Among the pros- 
péective candidates are J. M. Miller of Council 
Grove, President of thé Kansas Republican 
League; L. E. Finch of Burlingame, and J. K. 
Cubbison of El Dorado.

eyes of many Wealthy and intelligent negroes 
to the promised land.“ He says that with 
the present and prccpees ve railroad facili- 
ties, rich soil, mild climate, and an energetic 
class of settlers, Oklahoma is destined to 
become one of the leading States of the Unioa,

Extravagance has met with 
an effectual check and necessity has imparted 
an impetus to many wholesome and needed 
reforms.

THE PAST AND PRESENT SITUATION IN THE 
PRINCIPAL MARKETS. 


A Resurreciion of the May Deal in Wheat— 
Crop Damage Werking the Market—A 
Bull Turn in Corn and Oatse—Something 
of Interest in Flour and Mill Feed—High 
Erices for Hay—Interesting Information 
From Chicago and Wall Street—Latest 
Gossip From the Exchange—The Usual 
Third Street Melange. 


One year ago the May doalin wheat was threaten- 
ing the shorts. They then in derision called ft the 
ghost. and a most fearful specter it proved to be in 
the end, as it was the awful means of hastening by a 
most shocking death the life of one of its most prom- 
ment originators. The ghost once more threat- 
ens this market, or at least some of the traders be- 
lieve it does. There is nothing tangible at present 


in the deal, if there isa deal, and that is very much 


to be doubted, but there have been some premonitory 
ghostly symptoms, first impressions as it were, and 
the feeling is growing nervous and apprehensive 
among the shorts. Everything in connection with 
the May option is so much like guess-work just now 
that the mystery surrounding it, for one thing alone, 
adds to the fears of the shorts. Who are the shorts 
and who the longs no one is prepared o ‘say, except 
those directly interested, and they, for obvious rea- 
sons, keep a close mouth. There are rumors and 
stories enough floating around. but it is impossible 
to extract anything reliable from tne tangled web 

that envelops the deal. Some have it that New 
York and Chicago parties are the longs on Spreads 
between this and their own markets, and that Moses 


Fraley is the big short, and they say these outsiders 
will take the wheat Fraley delivers them on May 1. 
Pay for it and then run a corner“ on the balance 
of the contracts they hold. Others assert that 
Fraley has bought so much May ot late that, outside 
of the wheat he has sold against his spot holdings, he 
is now actually long. And they further 
say that inside ofa week Fraley will be the most 
rampant bull here, Still another tale is that John 
W. Kauffman bas been quietly buying up all the May 
he could lay his hands on, and now commands a large 
line. And itisfugthermore asserted that President 
Kauffman has been annexing June wheat to a consid- 
erable extent, and the heavy purchases of June by 
Joe Thyson of late are said to be for Kauffman’s ac- 
count. These are some of the ghost or fairy tales 
that are heard in local speculative circles at present. 
with probably about as much truth in them as the 
usual run of ghost and fairy stories.

There is now _ 1,378,000 bu No. 2 red wheat in 
store here and that is 765,000 bu more of the con- 
tract grade ou hand than a year ago. Then, too, the 
stock was being reduced ata much more rapid rate 
than it ig mow, and the price then was over 10c 
higher and receipts far behind those of this season.

W. N. Tivy says: Why is it that creameries as 
well as dairymen do not pay more attention to their 
butter? We dealers would not only have less 
trouble in selling their goods, but could get them 
more satisfactory prices. besides selling much more 
readily. Now see, there is four tubs of creamery. 
Itis separator goods but 
poor, regular canary color, 
seople object to it and no wonder. I would rather 
lave it withoutany color. So would most of the 
buyers I meet with. There is a loss of atleast Z cents 
a pound or $4.80 on those four tube which might 
easily have been ayoiaed had they either stirred up 
their color in which the annatoine bad either 
settled to the bottom, or it was 
altogether deficient in that article, 
which is often the case. Rut it is strange that a sharp 
maker could not notice such fact by seeing the butter 
is nota natural coler. Those same makers and sur- 

rised dealers can’t et over quotations 
or such butter which they usually 
think as good if not better than any one else's. 
The territory tributary to St. Louis is filling up with 
creamerics. Most of these are adupting the separa- 
tor system and thereis no reason why they should 
not turn out as good if not a better article than Elgin 
has been doing. hey are on an 
equal footing in every respect. Some of them 
who are in sections where the Jersey cattle are 
in the majority should make even better butter than 
the ordinary cow round Elgin, whichis bought and 
kept because of the large flow of milk she produces, 
not fer the richness of her milk or quality of same. 


Messrs. McKenna Bros. of Main street furnish the 
following interesting articles on wool, furs, hides, 
etc: The course of the fur market during the week 
has been rather surprising in view of the result of 
the London sales and the tenor of outside advices. 
All offerings, even of spfingy skins, met with ready 
sales and for seasonable stock slightly higher prices 
were pald. Considerable of the latter was offered, 
evidently stock held back lu the, country on specula- 
tion and sold for what it would bring, which, in 
most cases, proved a decided ‘oss. This slight 
spurt, however, is regarded as merely local and tem- 
porary. Good raccoon and beaver sold the most 
reaiily, though some of the other trimmings moved 
pretty freely. Skunk, vriucipally because they were 
the springiest article, were quiet, while mink, opos- 
sum, otter, muskrat, gray fox and wild cat were dull 
and low priced. The season should be drawing toa 
close, but the course of the market has causeda 
slower movement of stock this season from the inte- 
rior. It has been an unprofitable year to nearly ail 
connected with the trade, either directly or indi- 
rectiy, and few will have occasion to remember the 
fur season of 1889-90 with pleasure.

The wool situation at present is rather perplex- 
ing, and ideas regarding the future course 
of the market vary with the individual.

A Place Where Poverty-Stricken 
Old Age and Infirmity Finds a 
Haven of Rest. 


The Home on Hebert Street and How It Is 
Conducted—Origia of the Order and the 
Werk Laid Out for It—A Tour Through 
the Home d What Was Seen There 
Bome of the Remarkable Characters 
That Are Gheltered There—Old „ 
riam’’ and Her Wonderfal Flewers 
—Anecdetes and Keminiscences — The 
Daily Life ef the Inmates, Beth Secular 
and Religicus—A Deserving Institution.

CE pe Little Sisters of the 
Poor. How often 
the name is heard! 
How often the little 
biack-roped figures, 
with their quiet, hap- 
py faces, eyes down- 
cast and minds intent 
solely on their errand 
of mercy, are seen 
1 passing rapidly in 
both the business and residence portions of 
Bt. Louis, There is always a kindly smile for 
them from each accosted one, and nearly al- 
Ways a little drop in the bucket,’’ in gthe 
form of alms, to neip them on their way. 60 
Bccustomed dave the people grown to the 
Sight of the slender dlack - robed forms 
Speeding silently and swiftly onward, 
that it is seldom thought how 
great an institution, how magnifi- 
dent a charity these devoted little Sisters 
represent. The SunDay PostT-DIsPaTOH, how- 
ever, did recognize that fact, and so deter- 
mined to give to its many readers the origin 
and object of the order of the Little Sisters 
ef the Poor, as well asa description of the 
Convent, the life of the Sisters and the nature 
and routine of life of the many old and infirm 
people whe are sheltered there. A SUNDAY 
POST-DISPATOR artist and a representative of 
that paper made a tour of the building, and 
the full particulars of the house and its cus- 
doms were accurately gained and sketche 
from the originals obtained. a 
Before the geography of the convent is 
ven, or the details of the great work ex- 
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plained, it will be best to give a brief history 
of the origin of the orderso widely known as 
The Little Sisters of the Poor. It was at 
St. Servan in 1840 that the work of the Sisters 
really began. St. Servan is a little town of 
Brittany opposite St. Malo, on the coast of 
the Atiaatic. The natives there spend their 
energies and earn their livelihood on the sea, 
and by the terrible ravages by shipwrecks 
among the men are left numbers of aged and 
destitute widows and men who have no other 
means than begging and aretherefore apt to 
fall into those vices with which it is too often 
accompanied. It wae this knowledge that 
animated the present work. An humble but 
gealous priest, two young giris of 16 and 18 
years, began together the charity which has 
new extended through the world. The little 
work begua at St. Servan has become one of 
the most powerful manifestations of charity 
of our time and it has spread itself rapidiy in 
moipal cities of the old world and 
in the large cities of the 
also, where so many aged and in- 
m persons are left without means of sup- 
rt. Many of these p le have labored 
ard, and brought up families, but their chil- 
dren have scattered, seeking each his or her 
fortune, forgetting 
/ THE POOR PARENTS 
who are left in poverty and want. Others of 
the aged and infirm ure friendiess through 
death or misfortune, but however robbed of 
1 whatever misfortune has brought 
em to their lonely state of destitution, the 
Sietars roseive these sufferers and provide for 
elr wants, caring for them ait as ohil- 
n until death claims them. The object 
is care for and 
In the perferm- 
es ot this arduous task the Little Sisters 
sustained by two considerations. The 
is the ecertainty—acquired by experience 
that as soon as their homes are erected they 
will be supportea by the daily collections of 
money, food and clothing, for a large number 
of people can be supported with what is 
wasted in many bousehoids. The second, 
and by far the most important, is that the 
— be realized is universal, Instead of 
eaving these poor, old, forlorn persons to 
the cold charity of the world, deprived of all 
that cheers and brightens their declining 
„ they offer tiem a 
Tallest sense of the word, where every 
mfort ‘is given them for body and soul. 
ey nurse them ip sickness, dress their 
wounds, smoothe their pillows with gentile 
has de and soothe their pains. This is the 
constant aim of the Littie Sisters, whose 
whole life is devoted to the spiritual and tem- 
rai welfare of these people in second ebiid-

ters to St. Leuls, where, under the pat-

ushered into the little reception room prepar- 
atory to the tour around the building. The 
furnit re of this room is very simple; a table 
and a few chairs forming the sole contents, 
though a crucifix and several piotares adorn 
the walls. One of these is a colored 
print of the present Pope Leo, 
and the other a framed hotograph 
of one of the Little Sisters of the Poor, possi- 
biy an eminent Mother Superior in France, 
After a brief walt, one of the Little Sisters ap- 
pears, aud when told that the visitors desire 


at once acquiesce, on condition that there are 

roots in the forms of letters from people 

nown by the Sisters, or who are themselves 
known by the Sistera; these precautions being 
necessary to insure safety from idle curiosity. 
One notable feature of the institution is its 
perfect cleanliness, No surprise can catch 
the faintest atom of disorder in the bulld- 
ing. The fourteen Little Sisters by ceaseless 
and untiring efforts keep the great building 
with the small adjoining ones in immaculate 
order and cleanliness, so a8 always to be 
most pleasing to the eye. The first room 
shown ie the assembly room, where about 
eighty-seven old women spend the hours ot 
the day in 83222 conversation, sewing, 
knitting. finding work and recreation at their 
own will. Here, too, their meals are served, 
a feature which is always warmly welcomed 
by the old people. It should be stated here 
that the house is divided very dis- 
tinctly, one portion serving for the 
women and the other for the 
men. Assembly-rooms, dining-rooms, all are 
as separate as though the house was at the 
practical distances of miles. Otherwise the 
hours are much thesame. For instance, the 
old people rise as early as 8 o’clock, though 
some are so restiess they ingist upon leaving 
their rest as early as 3:80 in the morning. 
Breakfast is served at 5:30, dinner at 12 and 
— — at 56, when they retire, all the house 
being at rest by 6 o’ clock in the evening. 

FOR BREAKFAST 

they have coffee, bread or cakes and some 
meat steworbacon. For dinner meat and 
one vegetable, potatoes or rice, with bread. 
Except when especially sent them, the inst 
tut jon cannot afford desert or tea or coffee. 
At supper there is meat again, generally a 
savory stew, and bread and coffee. These 
meals are served with great care on long 
tables in both the women and men’s dining- 
rooms. There are, of course, no table cloths, 
but the dishes are serviceable and easy to 
manage. Several of the women (if it is the 
women’s department), if they are sufficiently 
strong, assist in serving the food, which is 
handed by the sister in charge froma broad, 
deep pan, which keeps the food hot and palat- 
able, 
When the Sunpay Post-DIsPaTcH artist and 
representative made the tour of the institu- 
tion on Thursday the hoar of supper had 
arrived, and the manner in which it was 
served, both tothe invalid and healthy peo- 
ple, was observed with much interest, To 
the sick there was allotted some dainties or 
lighter food, bowls of hot milk, soup, gruel, 
and a little cake to please thelr fancy, as 
well as the always acceptabletea. This was, 
of course, served in the invalid department. 
In the dining-room of the men supper was in 
full progress. Atone end a sister was busy 
serving plates of hot stew and bowls of 
coffee. Several of the abler men with 
snowy aprons on brought the 
plates, received the portion and 
placed them before the waiting and hungry 
men. (A peculiarity of the aged, the sisters 
say, is thatthey never tire of eating). This 
was done so quietly and systematically as to 
equal the service in the best conducted house- 
hold or hotel, There were in this room prob- 
ably one bundred and fifty men and the order 
maintained during the supperand serying of 
so many was simply wonderful. One pathetic 
figure was a man who, though old, had a 
strong, good face and a snowy frame ot hair 
and heavy white beard. With closed eyes he 
was eating his supper with as much ease as 
though he were not destined by blindness, a 
recent affliction. Until this affliction came the 
man had been the driver of the wagon for the 
institution. He bears his trial with the 
utmost fortitude and patience and belps him- 
self entirely without assistance.

this St. Joseph’’ is well known by reputa- 
tion through the eoity, though to see the 
diminutive statue shrined in artificial leaves 
and flowers you involuntarily wonder at the 

reat reputation this tiny statue has gained. 

he SUNDAY PoOST-DISPATCH representative 
has often heard related in the fashionable 
homes of the West End and South Side, how 
as a mark of the great faith of the 
Little Sisters of the Poor, when 
they wanted coal one time at the house 
and it didn’t come, the sisters took the little 
statue from its pedestal and frame of leaves 
and placed itdown in the coal cellar, telling 
the saint that he must remain there until the 
necessary coalwas sent to them. Sure 
enough, the coal came next day and the 
saint’s statue was again brought to its former 
shrine. This taith is kept up in every detail. 
It bread la needed, at the statue ofthe saint

is placed a little bit of bread; if potatoes, a 
potato is substituted. In fact, whatever 
is needed by the house is ractically 
as well as piously asked for by the Sisters and 
never yet has the confident request been re- 
fused. Faith is the supreme agent. 
Across the wide yard are the coal-celiars and 


which is a most interesting department. Just 
within the deep running porch the corridor ts 
reached, and the first room seen isthe smok- 
ing-room, forthe men ofcourse. Thisis a 
broad comfortable apartment with a large 
stove placed in the center and benches run 
ning around the walls, on which are seated the 
men 
TO WHOM TOBACCO 

has become a necessity us well as comfort. 
In this department was a German who, in the 
old country, in his early life learned from his 
mother the art of knitting, Emigrating to 
America after trying events in a long life, at 
the eventide of it the knowledge has come 
back to him, and now, with the expertness of 
a woman, he knits warm woolen garmeuts, 
including jackets and vests for the old men of 
the building. He had just completed on 
Thursday a finely knitted jacket in gray and 
Roman colors, which the sisters showed to 
the representative of the Suxpar Post- DIs- 
PATCH asa remarkable piece of work for so 
old a man. 

This smoking room is a favorite résort of 
the men. They puff away at their pipes, and 
under the soothing influence of the 
‘*tobaccy,’’ as they call it, old stories and 
memories are related in swift succession 
anecdotes are recalled, ‘‘xood oid times 
recounted, and wit is by no means absent from 
these comfortabie gatherings by these poor, 
infirm old men. They are all so quiet and 
respectful, and so grateful for their good for- 
tune in being here in this charitable bome 
inatead of in the cold, official State refuge. 

Just beyond the smoking room, with its old 
associations and fumes ot tobacco, are the 
bathing rooms and washing apartments. The 
bath-room ie admirably fitted up with foot- 
baths, etc., and all the stationary equipments 
for bathing. Just without is a wide, deep 
room, with row upon row of stationary wagh- 
stands, where not only are the daily abiu- 
tions performed, but every week the 
comfort of shaving is allowed. The men 
enjoy their ‘‘shaving’’ immensely, being well 
supplied with all the necessary articles. 

ver these rooms are the tallor shop, where 
the tailoring is done by men who, before old 
age came upon them, followed that trade, 
and also the shoemaker shop, where 
the mending is done and new sboes made. 
The present shoemakers at one time 
followed the same occupation for a living. 

The laundry is, perbaps, the best organized 
department ofits sort in any iastitution in 
the city, It stands apart from the maln build- 
ing. There are two rooms that serve 
for this purpose, and in each 
are line after line of stationary wash tubs 
with faucets from which either hot or cold 
water can be drawn, This makes the laundry 
work easier to accomplish. The Sisters do 
this bard labor, the one in charge having had 
the position for eighteen years, In this room 
where each tub and faucet shines bright and 
clean, is the great boiler, the steam of which 
supplies the great room above with heat to 
dry the clothes quickly, The immense 
amount of clothing of the institution is en- 
tirely dried by steam heat. Just beyond the 
laundry is the ironing rooms, where the neces- 
sary boards and irons are found in fine order. 
The old men are devoted 8 
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and would miss them eadly if they were not 
always on hand for thelr use. For this reason 

Sisters, who are ver careful of their 
charges’ desires, iron Immense quantities of 
white shirts every week, and Sunday finds 
each poor old man 1 1 in hie much 
treasured and snow white linen.

As to the life of the Sisters, it in a simple 
one. They arise at halt past 5 o'clock in the 
morning. After masa and prayers they give 


assistance ta the poor charges, and 
day is given ever to the many ard uo Latles, 


Each one has a separate part and must fill it 
ceaselessly. Four of them, as before stated, go 
out.to procure the alms to support the house; 
the other twelve give themselves to the 
duties which claim them, the infirmary, 
dressing and attending their charges, clean- 
ing the house, cooking, washing, ironing and 
serving. No second "ke lost, moments are of 
immense value with so many to attend, and so 
few to serve them, only twelve Little Sisters 
to serve 260 more or less helpless unfortunate 
ones. The life ofthe Sisters is more given to 
active duty than to prayer, yet is it not a liv- 
ing prayer? 

As to their perso zal mode of life, they sleep 
in simple dormitories and to their realm no 
one is ever allowed to penetrate. They are 
as cloistered in this respect asthe severely 
cloistered nun, Their meals are served simply 
in a dining-room aud they take just the same 
food as the old people do. They make ita 
rule never to have an added luxury. To the 
poor they give their all, in fact their best, for 
the Sisters only eat after their charges bave 
been served. hey retire early, too, about 7 
o’clock in the 8 just after the poor are 
sleeping. Of course there is always a watcher 
in the Sisterhood, lest sickness overtake any 
of the aged or Infirm ones. 

Now that tne object, routine and daily life 
and customs of the order have been 8 
real lite will be illustrated by telling the 
stories of some of the characters who have 
been at one time or are now members of this 

reatinstitution. Some of these are full of 
ocal interest. Several of them will be recog- 
nized bythe old citizens of St. Louis who 
knew the people before poverty and old age 
combined brodgut them to seek the care of 
the sisters, for in one way or another they 
have bedn brought before the wealthler class 
for assistance ere their final 

ABDICATION OF LIBERTY, 

with its unbappy warfare and trials, and with 
no youth or health to wage the battle. The 
exchange is a most desirable one and certain 
a happy one, for there is nothing molancholy 
In the home of the Little Sisters. Everywhere 
in the midst ot neatness peace reigns. Most 
of the old people declare they were never 80 
happy. he sisters in caring for their wants 
find means to pay them all sorts of delicate 
little kindmesses to which the old people re- 
spond affectionately. They are treated like 
little children and acquire a childish grace 
and freedom from care. They learn to laugh 
and to besimple and cheerful. The sisters 
sing ta them and get the poor people to sing 
also in response. Every opportunity is taken 
to give them joyful treats on the Mother’s or 
some Sister’s feativai, or one of 
the church’s feast days. Anything 
to turn the little dinner into a feast. The 
SUNDAY PostT-DIsPATCH is happy to say that 
one in prospect came to its knowledge yesater- 
day, and Ser Easter Sunday, a charitabie 
lady, Mrs. Fuchs, whose homeis on Fortieth 
and Olive streets, has ordered an elaborate 
and wholesome dinner to be served to the old 
— at the House of the Little Sisters of the 

oor. lee cream, cakes and other delicacies 
are to follow the substantial dinner, and 
eight young ladies are to go out to personally 
serve the poor people who are to have this 


Easter celebration. When the visit was paid 
to the institution by the SuNDAY Post-D1s- 
PATCH Commiesioner this piece of good news 
had not yet reached the ears of the Sisters or 
their charges.

**GRANDFATHER,’’ 
as he is called by everyone, Until last year 

Grandfather’’ and grandfathber’s wife and 
son too, were In the institution. The unfor- 
tunate trio were brought to the ‘‘Little Sis- 
ters’’ as much for their infirmity as fur their 
age. The old man and the old women were 
exceedingly old and infirm and the 
son was sorely afflicted, his head being of an 
abnormal size. The poor family were very 
fond of each other, Last summer the old 
mother died and the afflicted son also papery 
passed away, und now only ‘‘Grandfather’’ 
survives, and whatastrengely pathetic pict 
ure he is! 80 ola that he would fall from his 
chair unless he was fifmily fastened to it by a 
rope. So childish that he can only smile and 
murmur gibberish and unintelligible sounds, 
and yet so strong Nn that he is craz 
to get away from his bonds. Not a secon 
passes but he ie picking and plucking at the 
rope that binds him, hoping to obtain hie 
freedom, all the while muttering to himself, 
If the bonds were untied he would fall to the 
ground. A mental decay yet a preserved 
physical strength, the poor old fellow loves 
dearly to eat, and would do sofrom morning 
until night were he allowed. As the visitors 
passed his chair the other day one of the old 
men came up to him kindly and placed a littie 
cake that had been 2755 to himself, as he 
was an invalid, kindly in ‘‘grandfather’s’’ 
mouth. 

Next to him was a poor man deep in the 
stages of consumption, notan old man, but 
rather a good-looking middle-aged one, whose 
death seal showed in his too-lustrous eyes. 
Next to him was acripple with a bright face, 
though gray haired. 

‘*CHARLIR’’ 

is another character who gives the history of 
all about him and isthe Bancroft of the Insti- 
tution. He doesn’t look so old, but says ‘‘he 
hasn’t danced for over forty year,’’ so he hae 
counted years more than his face shows, for 
he was a famous dancer in his time, they say. 
An old colored man, formerly a slave in one 
of the well-known families here, and a 
typical Ogura of one of the old-time slaves, 
sat apart at a table. Upon being approached 
he requested the Sister to give him ‘‘his 
tliokets. For what?“ asked she. To 
Heaven, he replied simply, but then look 
lng toward the window he continued, not 
now, not this evening, it’s prowine late and 
zoe think lam crazy that would start to 

eavoen at nignt.’’ All this was said in French 
ashe speaks no other language. Then he 
continued, shaking his grizzly head slowly, 
**lexpect I shall have to go the Cathedral to 
get ny ticket,’’ What an echo of old St. Louis 
was in this poor old ex-slave’s remark. 
His thoughts in regard to Heaven travelled 
evidently far back to the days when 
the Cathedral was the great church 
in St. Louis, Only two years ago there died 
at the institution the old couple whose 
marriage occurred through the ready wit of 
Arehbishop Ryan, when bishop in 8t. Louls. 
It was done to solve the difficult problem of 
two little rooms and two too many people. 
This story was related in the sketch of An 
Archbishop as a Wit, recentiy published in 
the SUNDAY Poat- DISPATCH. hey were «a 
well-known couple in the institution, and the 
character who hus passed away from the in- 
stitution will be well remembered among the 
old and prominent citizens of St, Louls. This 
was Little Mother,’’ as she was familiariy 
known, a poor old Irishwoman who had 
a remarkable history. The bright little old 
woman used to go regularly to the houses 
of several wealthy and aristocratic families 
and they always gave hera warm welcome. 
Three times a week she would call at the 
houses for her ‘‘grain of tay,’’ which resolved 
itself Into gifts of other proportions. Dr. J. 
K. Bauduy, the eminent neurologist, paid 
her rent for years and the other families sup- 
plied her with food and clothing and what 
money she needed. . She lived the life ofa 
saintalmostin holiness, going to masa to the 
St. John Church, which was quite a distance 
from her home, no matter how severe the 
weather. She was over 80 before she con- 
sented to go to tne ‘‘Little Sisters of the 
Poor, as she loved her own home and her 
health was always good. In her shawl and 
big black quilted hood, with her eh 
old face peering from beneath and her 
brighter eyes always intelligent, she was a 
quaint little ploture, especially with her bas- 
ket. ‘‘Little Mother’’ had a grandson to 
whom she was devoted, and who, for a mur- 
der, was inthe penitentiary and under sen- 
tence to de hung. The old grandmother, 
learning of this, walked every step to Jeffer- 
son City and waited until she intercepted the 
Governor one day, and kneeling before him 
begged piteousiy for her grandson’s pardon. 
The Governor was so affected by the sight of 
the poor little old woman and the story 
of her weary truvei to obtain the desired par- 
don that he granted her request. All this time 
not one word of her grandson’s sin or punish- 
ment passed the little woman’s mouth, only 
when he subsequently died she would mur- 
mur devoutly: ‘Glory be to God, he died in 
his bed.“ She fought for her freedom 
bravely, but Gnally yielded to solicitations 
and was taken to the Little Sisters of the 
Poor,’’ where she has since died, 

One old woman who jis now there is, despite 
her advanced age, a skiliful needlewoman. 
She takes scraps of cheap black lace, given to 
the Sisters by the * goods shops, and makes 
them into aps for all who care to wear them 
Taese caps are daintily made, as though a 
fashionable modiste had touched them with a 
finished hand, Another old woman amuseés 
all by her quaint,oid-fashioned curtsey, which 
she makes with a low bow and emile at every 
available opportunity despite her 90 years. 
Near her is another oid woman of about the 
game age, who can dance as blithely asa young 
girl, only the dance is not the one selected by 
the nineteenth century young lady, but an 
old-fashioned ‘‘Irish jig’’—a reel. 

That contentment is never found in life, no 
matter how conducive circumstances are to 
its presenve, is evidenced by the manner of 
one of the ‘‘characters’’ of the place, a well- 
preserved old woman, for whom everything is 
done to promote ber comfort, but she is child- 
ish and irritable, and evidentl 
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scarcely room for one person more, but owin 
to the extreme urgency of the case the ‘*Goo 
Mother and Little Sisters made room with 
difficuity and reeeived the poor stricken, 
worse than deserted woman, under their 
sheltering roof. 

Thus the institution is filled with characters 
and the reader of human nature can find 
ample to study in these closing chapters of so 
many lives. The sisters who attend their 
wants have triumphed over the wisdom of the 
world and every desire of nature, going oon 
stantly against its inclination. Inan institu- 
tien where there are children there is some 
future to look forward to, some brightness to 
hope, some pleasure to gain in forming the 
little lives for the future. Even in the con- 
vents where young women are there is some 
help to be had, butin this charity where only 
age and infirmity are found the seif-sacrifice Is 
supreme. There are generally the most 
unpleasant infirmities, too, and every 
failure of disease or affliction, but the Sisters 
drink the ehalice of humiliation and 
poverty to the dregs, and their 
poverty is so excessive that nothing 
can be sald to give a true idea of it to those 
who do not know the inward affairs, for 
everything is wanting and often at the same 
time in this house. Only each day provides 
that day’s necessities and all depend on the 
Little Sisters’ efforts and herole struggles for 
this support.

SOME OF THE RESULTS OF THE GREAT 
FLOOD IN THE MISSISSIPPL 


— — 

Farms in the Lowlands Abandoned—A Bad 
Crop Outlook—Military Post at Little 
KRock—The Political Situation Through- 
out the State—Preparing for the Next 
Campaign—-Probable Candidates—Notes 
From the Capital. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Deraron. 
ITTLE ROOK, Ark., 
April 5.—One of the 
gravest questions the 
present State Admin- 
istration has been 
called upon to con- 
sider, and which at 
present occupies a 
considerable portion 
of Gov. Eagle’s time, 
arises out of the State 
of affairs existing in the counties lying along 
the banks ofthe Mississippi River. In many 
localities covering a range of not less than 
one hundred miles in length the people have 
been driven from their homes by the over- 
flows, and in some instances the water now 
stands at a depth of eight feet over entire 
plantations. Hundreds of homes have been 
virtually wrecked, and thousands of acres of 
the richest land in the river bottom 
abandoned. No matter how soon the 
overflows may céase and the floods subside a 
large portion of this land will be left unculti- 
vated this year. Preparations for planting 
cotton should have been commenced already, 
and in any event before the lands are dried 
out and the damage partially repaired the 
season will de too far advanced to begin the 
work. Hundreds of families, mostly negroes, 
are leaving the overflowed districts for the 
up-lands, and others who are unable to get 
away have been carried to places of safety for 
the present, and are being cared for by their 
more fortunate neighbors, Itis evident that 
many of those who have fled from the bottom 
ands will not return this season, and com- 
plaints of too much labor for the amount of 
open land are already coming in from 
the up-lands. Just what is to be done 
under the circumstances to alleviate the suf- 
ferings of those who sre forced to remain, and 
to better the condition of otners who have 
gone tothe uplands is a problem the chief 
executive is puzzied to decide. Responding 
to his appeal for help the citizens of more fa- 
favored sections have contributed liberally 
but a temporary supply of provisions and 


other necessities by no means relieves the 
embarrassment of the situation. With all 
that can be done the conclusion forces itself 
inevitably on the public mind that thousands 
of acres of Arkansas’ richest and most produc- 
tive cotton lands will be left lying out this 
year. But notwithstanding this unfortunate 
condition, with a fair season it is safe to pre- 
dict as much made ascan be gathered during 
the fall, as heretofore a‘large percent of the 
cotton crop on river lands has remained un- 
gathered until after December. 

Recent disasters along the Mississippi have 
forced the conviction on long experienced 
citizens who are considered good authority 
concerning such matters that the present 
wets lec is and always will be unsafe 
until the banks ofthe river are straightened, 
leaving less opportunity forthe formation of 
drifte and eddies. 

MILITARY POST AT LITTLE ROCK. 

A proposition from the Secretary of the War 
Department tothe citizens here concerning 
the removal of the military post from this 
place under certain conditions has aroused a 
decided interest and occasioned no little 
comment of an uncomplimentary nature. 
He proposes that uniess the citizens raisea 
fund sufficient to purchase a site com- 
prising several hundred acres of 
land in the vicinity of the city, 
he will cause the present post, now located in 
the eastern portion of the city, to be aban- 
doned and sold, fixing the location at some 
other point. A desirable site within five 
miles of the city limits will cost $20,000, and 
the citizens feel that itis very unjust and un- 
dignified for the Government, with an enor- 
mous surplus in the national treasury, to de- 
mand such acontribution from individuals, 
A committee, composed of business men, 
have the matter under consideration, and it 
is understood will make an effort to 
raise the amount, but it is almost 
certain the attempt will fall owing to the 
state of public sentiment regarding the Goy- 
ernment’s proposition. A failure to comply 
with the requirements relative to furnishing 
a suitable site very likely means a removal of 
the post to some other point, which in any 
event will be enlarged to a regimental post 
according to a statement from the War De- 
partment. 

FOURTH CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICT. 

Political interest has been centered on the 
Fourth Congressional District for the past 
few days, and the events  transpiring 
in tbat portion of the Held fur- 
nished the topic of political 
discussion during the week. It has been gen- 
erally expected that the hottest contest inside 
the Democratic party lines would be between 
Judge J. 8. Little of Sebastlan County and 
Hon, W. I. Terry of this city, opposing can- 
didates for Judge Rogers’ sent. Both are men 
of recognized ability, well and favorably 
known, and the chances were about even. 
Something entirely unexpected has, however, 
happened, and at present everything points 
to a walkover for Terry. Judge Little has for 
sometime been slightly paralyzed and,on 
the advice of his physicians that he avoid the 
least-exposure, he has decided not to make 
the race for Congress, and accordingly pub- 
lishes a card announcing his withdrawal. 
Efforts to induce Hon. W. M. Cravens of Ft. 
Smith and also Oscar Miles of Logan County 
to take the field against Mr. Terry have been 
unsuccessful and at present he holds the sit- 
vation in the Fourth District. 

LOCAL CONDITIONS THAT AFFECT THE. STATE. 
Notwithstanding the State Democratic Cen 
tral Committee ordered an early convention 
and a quick adjustment of all differences in 
party lines this, Pulaski County, en- 
ters the campaign under de- 
cidedly inauspicious circumstances. Two 
distinct elements in the local party are strug- 
giing for supremacy, and every movement is 
being watched from all over the State. One 
faction, composed mainly of the politicians, 
favor a straight county ticket, while the other 
faction composing the principal business men 
and reliable citizens argue that, in the face of 
an undaunted Republican majority, a com- 
promise ticket is more preferable to the old 
methods which are, to say the least, question- 
able. It is not improbable that three distinct 

tickets will be putin the field. 

Democrats all overthe State are emphasiz- 
ing the demand for the election of good men 
to the Legisiature. It is argued that there will 
be more hard work to do at the next session 
than for — Fh and among the bour- 
bons it is urged that it will be necessary to 
have the most vigilant men to guard every 
gap in order to keep ex-Gov. Powell Clayton 
out of the United States Senate. This appre- 
hension appears to be utterly groundless, but 
in any event if better men are secured it will 
be better for the State, 

Some time ago Hon. W. M. Fishback of Fort 
Smith, who ran against Gov. Eagle last elec- 
tion, wrote a history of ‘‘Southern Recon- 
struction,’’ and placed it In the hands of an 
Alabama Congressman, who was to secure its 
publication and distribution. It bas recently 
transpired that the National Committee, after 
examining tbe work, have decided to use it as 
Democratic literature. It will be out, it is an- 
nounced, in about ten days, and the Demo- 
cratic presses of the South is expected te 22 
its pages publicity. The work is said to a 
severe artaignment of the Republican party. 

The Republicans of the State have held no 
meetings yet either by committee or other- 
wise, relative to the campaign, and the im- 
pression prevails that they are walting to see 
what will be done by the Union Labor party.

There are strong influences 
in tavor ot such an assemblage, but there 
are equally streng influeaces against it, and 
worse than all that the indications are that 
Charles Stewart Parnell will say no to any 
proposition of that kind. On January 20, last, 
Mr. Parnell’s representatives cabled from 
Dublin that he strongly advised against any 
public convention of the League in America, 
at present, and urged the friendsof Ireland 


position for a contest, as a general election 
was probably pending. Parneli’s advice had 
weight then, and if it is repeated it will now, 
also.

Louis Merchants“ Bridge and ite associate en- 
terprise, the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Ter- 
minal Railway, were inaugurated by the 
Merchants’ Exchange of St. Louis in 1886, and 
all efforts to secure the necessary franchises 
from the United States Government and the 
city of St. Louis for building this bridge and 
its terminals were conducted under the 
auspices of this Exchange, and atthe request 
of its officers, and by acommittee of the Ex- 
change, whose personnel was as follows: 

S. MV. Cobb, C. C. Rainwater, John R. 
Holmes, John Whittaker, John D. Perry, 
John M. Gilkeson. The efforts of this com- 
mittee were successful in obtaining a charter 
from Congress, approved by the President 
February 3, 1887, and a terminal franchise 
from the city of St. Louls, dated June 9, 1887. 

‘On making a report to the Merchants’ Ex- 
change to the effect that a charter had been 
obtained from tbe United States Government, 
the following resolutions were adopted by the 
Exchange:

The first of these parts was considered the 
key of the whole enterprise, and a complete 
report was given upon this structure, 

u reference to the second portion, of sur- 
face track, this was considered inexpensive, 
butthat it would givea surface connection 
with all of the rallroads which enter St. Louis, 
except the St. Louis & San Francisco Railway. 

In reference to the third section, it was es- 
timated to cost about $300,000 per mile for a 
double track structure, exclusive of real es- 
tate, andthat portion for overa mile along 
the levee was considered valuable in that it 
would give the  fralliwa aceess to a 
part of the city admirably adapted for 
warehouses, and one in which 
passenger station could be located to very 
good advantage, and where the two would be

CONNECTING RAILWAYS. 

At the end of the east approach there are 
three connecting lines, one to the north oon- 
necting With the three raliroads above men- 
tioned, and one to the east in the line of the 
east approach extended connecting with the 
Toledo, St. Louis & Kansas Olty UHroad, one 
tothe south connecting with the Venice & 
Carondelet Belt Railway and the East St. 
Louis & Carondelet Railway, through which 
belt railreads connection is made with the 
Vandalia, the Ohio & Mississippi, Louisville & 
Nashville and all other railways which reach 
East St. Louls. Arrangements have n per- 
fected by which the Terminal Co. will have 
extensive rights on the belt railroads above 
mentioned. By these various connecting 
iines the bridge will be closely and cenve- 
niently connected with all of the railroads 
that converge at East St. Louis, and it wil) 
also have a connectioa through these belt and 
counecting lines with elevators, milla, ware- 
houses, stock yards, railroad transfer yards 
and industries of all kiuds located in East St. 
Louis. 

The west approach connects with the Wa- 
bash Road, which enters St. Louis from the 
north on the west side of the river, and with 
St. Louis Transfer Railway.

THE MAN WHO BOSSES REPUBLICAN POLI- | 
TICS IN ILLINOIS. 


John R. Tanner of Clay County a Bigger 
Man Than Gov. Fifer—Series of Disasters 
Encountered by Auditer Pavey—A Good 
Chance Offered Him in Chicago—New 
Corporations—Capital Notes.

2 is is a great big man in 
Republican politics 
in thie State. He is 
the man who had to 
be seen before the 
Governor would ap- 
point anyone to of- 
fice or before Senator Cullom would ask Ben- 
jamin to appoint a Postmaster. John R. used 
to be just an ordinary, every day sort ofa fel- 
low who sat on the dry goods boxes, chewed 
tobacco, whittied, told stories and eussed 
Democrats all day dowa on the Little Wabash 
bottoms where he lives. But he developed 
more than the other fellows and became 
the Great Mogul of one branch of the Repub- 
lican party in this State. When he is down in 
Washiugton City he dons a swaliow-tail coat, 
says little and looks wise. But when he goes 
down to hie old home, he dons a siouch hat, 
tucks one leg of his pantaloons in the top of 
his boot and manipulates profanity in the old 
time way. Meantime, he does not forget, 
when among his townsmen, that he is a big 
man and proposes to dictate to his neighbors 
as he does to the Republican party at large. 
Last Tuesday he went down there to run 
the township electiun, but when 
he undertook to boss the job 
his interference was resented by some Re- 
publicans, who had no doabt heard about 
John spreading himself in his claw-hammer 
coat aud who did not propose to havea dude 
for overseer of the performance. As a result 
there wasafight. The particulars of the af- 
fair have not yet been received here, as the 
Governor had no one to send as special mes- 
senger to make ap official report.

While no estimate has 
been given, as no actual survey had been 
made, there was no hesitation in saying that 
it was entirely practicable. 

The structure recommended was three 
spans; each to have a clear width of not less 
than 500 feet, which would bring the river to 
a width of about 1,600 feet, making it nearly 
identical, in width, with that of the bridge at 
Washington avenue—the Eads bridge; the 
height of the bridge to be as prescribed by 
law (fifty feet above high water); the struct- 
ure to be built for adouble track; the spans 
to be entirely of steel, and proportioned to 
carry a moving load of three tons per lineal 
foot, with extra provision for local strains; 
the strains in the steel to be kept within 
the limits now adopted on  first-ciass 
steel structures; the superstructue to be 
supported on tour masonry piers, founded on 
pneumatic caissons, resting on the limestone 
bed rock; the two main, or river piers, to be 
twelve feet thiek and forty-eight feet long, 
under the coping; the caigsons, on which they 
are supported, to be twenty-eight feet by sev- 
enty feet, and seventeen feet high; the two 
shore piers to be ten feet thick and forty-eight 
fleet long under the coping, with caissonsitwen- 
ty-six feet by seventy feet, and seventeen feet 
high. The a recommended placing 
at each end of the bridge, beyond the main 
structure, a steel viaduct 425 feet long, con- 
sisting of three spans of 125 feet each, with 
two intermediate towers— these towers to rest 
on cylinder piers. On theeast sideof the 
river it was recommended to build an 
embankment under the approach spans, 
and a brush dyke about 1,000 
feet above the bridg line; the approaches de- 
yond the 425 feet length, already described, 
were to be carried, temporarily, on a wooden 
trestle, but wherever railroads or streets were 
crossed, the structure should be permanent, 
and of steel. The grade on the west approach- 
to be 1.5 per cent, and onthe east approach, 
a lesser grade, in order that a suitabie height 
might be obtained for the bridge over the 
three railroads to be crossed onthat side. 
The entire structure, from the foot of the 
grade on the east, to the foot ofthe grade on 
the west, was estimated to be almost exactly 
two miles. 

A CONVENIENT CONSOLIDATION. 

On February i, 1889, in order to more con- 
veniently conduct the operation of the bridge 
and its terminals, the St. Louls Merchants’ 
Bridge Co. leased its entire structure, with all 
its rights, title and interest in it and its lands, 
tenements and fixtures, and all its property 
and franchises of every kind and description, 
which it then had or might hereafter acquire, 
and the sole and entire right to the use of the 
same, and all the tolls and rents for such use, 
to the. St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Terminal 
Railway Co., the term of the lease being forty 
years from its date, the bridge company 
agreeing to erect the bridge ready for use on 
or before the ist day of January, 1881. 

The general plan of the bridge, and its ap- 
proaches and most of the details that were 
recommended by the engineers, have been 
folluwed in the actual construction of the 
work. Examinations made of the rock dar- 
ing the building of the piers, when ali mate- 
rial overiyinw« it had been removed, showed 
that in every case the, piers rested on hard 
limestone rock. The rock, in every case, was 
leveled off, or stepped, for the iron cutting 
edge, and thoroughly cleaned of all loose 
shale, clay, sand, etc., and at least two holes 
were drilled five feet into it to determine its 
character. The calssous were then solid! 
packed with conorete. N 


Limestone, from Bedford, Ind., was used to 
within three feet of the low water line; above 
this level to the high water line Missouri 
granite was used, and above this, Bedfora 
limestone. The dimension stone was laid in 
Portiand cement mortar, and the backing in 
Louisville cement. 

In order to make a less abrupt break in the 
grade between the level grade of the bridge

8 The rapidity with whioh this work has been 
pushed to completion has not been equaled in 
tie history of bridge-building, as the follow- 

ing summary will ehow:

Superstructure—Begun October 1, 1889, three 
big spans, 518 feet each; completed January l, 
1890; whole to be finisbed, including six ap- 
proach spans, by March 1, 1890, by whicn 
time the Terminal Railway will be completed, 
on the east side, to Biddle street; on the west 
side by May 1, to the Union Depot, without 
some unforeseen delay.

PLANS FOR THE OPENING. 

May 8 is the date which has been set for the 
formal opening of the new Merchants’ bridge 
across the Mississippi, and President 8. W. 
Cobb says they intend to make it a memora- 
ble occasion. The plan, as he outlines it, is 
to have the Governors of Missouri und Jilinois 
leave the capitals of their respective States 
with their staffs on special trains, and 
have the trains meet on the center 
span of the bridge, where the two 
Governors are to shake hands with each 
other. An attempt will be made to run the 
trains so that they will meet in the center of 
the bridge without either having to delay for 
a moment at any point on the way down from 
either of the capitals. A stand is to be erected 
on the Water-works reservation at the 
foot of the bridge on this side of the river and 
there 
SPEECHES WILL BE MADE 
by both Governors. These two will probably 
be the only speeches made at that time, but 
there will bea number of Set toasts at the 
banquet which will be held in the evening at 
the Southern or Lindell Hotel. Either before 
or after the speeches at the bridge botu Gov- 
ernors and their parties will be taken through 
the yards and terminalis of the Bridge Co.’s 
road on the lilinois and Missouri sides of the 


river. 
Tne bridge is to be 
THOROUGHLY TESTED 

before the day of its formal opening, although 
the company have not the slightest fears of 
its safety or stability. Many efficient engi- 
neers have already examined it and have pro- 
nounced it not only a bridge of great strength 
and stability, but a model ofits kind. On the 
day of the opening the structure will be hand- 
somely decorated with flags and bunting, and 
in addition to the Governors of Missouri and 
Illinois the Congressmen and other prom- 
Inent men of thetwo States and the Gover- 
nors, Congressmen and other prom- 
ment citizens of Iowa, Kansas, Arkan 
sas and other neighboring States will 
be asked to the dedication services. 80 will 
President Harrison and all prominent railroad 
officials. The Merchants’ Exchange of St. 
Louis will be invited in a body, and citizens 
generally will be askea. If possible the com- 
pany will have their terminal road completed 
to Plum street by that time, and in sucn an 
event the special trains to be run to the bridge 
on that day will leave from that point. If, how- 
ever, the road is not built to there the special 
trains will leave from Biddle street. As it is 
expected it will be impossible to carry in 
special trains all he people who will attend 
the opening exercises, steamboats will be 
chartered totake the people up the river. 
The boats will land them on the bank to en- 
abie them to hear the Governors’ addresses. 
Special trains will also be run to the other 
side of the river and boats too, so that the 
Illinois people can hear the addresses. Those 
people who get on the boats, 
will be longer on the road, will be 
a better view of the bridge than the people 
who take tue tralns. It t expected that. the 
attendance at the exercises will be very great. 


THE FIRST LOCOMOTIVE 

to cross the bridge will carry several officers 
of the dompauy and inyited guests, It will be 
necessary before the formal opening to ran 
construction trains regulariy for u few days in 
hauling material. In this way the bridge wii! 
be still more fully tested before the lives 
of the Governors, Congressmen and other 
public citizens are ventured in what will for- 
mally be the frsttrain. This real first train 
will not attract the crowd of the formal one; 
there will not be the display and the speech- 
making, but it will still be a great event, and 
will be remembered by President Cobb and 
others of the promoters of the enterprise 
with almost as much pleasure as the one of 
Mays. The engine used on this occasion will 
be a fine one, and will be decorated avpro- 
priately. It will probably draw a regular oon- 
struction Car for the accommodation of those 
who make the first trip, though the train may 
consist of only the engine and tender.

THE WABASH EXCURSION, 


An Interesting Test of a New System of 
Lighting Made. 

At 2:30 yesterday afternoon aspecial train, 
consisting of ten cars, leftthe Union Depot 
en route to Staunton, Lil. About three bun- 
dred and fifty guests were present, the hosts 
being the Wabash Rallroad and the Safety 
Car Heating & Car Lighting Co. of New 


York. The train covered the entire distance 
between Staunton and St. Louls by 3:47, left 
there at 3:55 and returned to the Union Depot 
at5:20. A severe test was given to the light 
by running thirty-seven miles in fifty minutes, 
and the light continued undimmed during the 
eutire trip. 
Tne novel feature of this train which de- 
serves more than passing mention is the sys- 
every car from 
the baggage to the last sleeper being lighted 
with gas. 
Never having noticed this before, it was a 
matter of considerable interest to learn how 
so brilliant and mellow a light could be 
produced. 
Upon inquiry it was learned that it is what is 
known as the Preitsech Compressed Gas Sys- 
tem), operated by the Safety Car 4 
Lighting Co of New York. This company has 
works in different parts of the country for 
manufacturing the gas from crude petroleum 
and then or wy the cars with it at 
the station with a sufficient supply to last 
for almost any number of nights’ lighting. 
The gas is stored and carried in three tanks 
underneath the cars and is suppied to the 
different lamps tbrough a small pipe. 
The result is a very brilliant, white, soft 
and we understand absolutely safe light, 
enabling the passengers to read with ease in 
any part ot the car, it is said to be a cheaper 
light tnan that furnished by the oll 
lamps, which are so justiy feared by all trav- 
lers, and will be ay poo yy the Missouri! 
Pacific and by other St. uls lines. From 
our talk with the different officitais, who are 
eatly taken with it, we predict that it will 
esoon used in all the Wabash passenger 
eer

PAVEY'S DISASTERS. 

Brevet Brig.-Gan. Charles Whippletree 
Pavey, Auditor of Pnblic Accounts, Insurance 
Commissioner and Chairman of the Board of 
Equalization, with a fat salary for each one of 
the three positions, has been slain in court, 
Pavey, for whose special benefit Jeff Davis 
built Libby Prison, and who withstood all the 

rivation of that institution, whose manly 
orm resisted barrels and barrels of rebel 
bullets, whose weather-beaten and battile- 
scarred skin was never penetrated by the 
deadly chain-shot or the screeching shell, has 
been beaten in a $24 lawsuit. Pavey, the 
president of the Ex-Prisoners of War Asso- 
ciation and commander ot the insurgent 
forces against the Tanner ring, tne life and 
delight of every old soldiers’ reunion in the 
State during the entire summer; Pavey, the 
prospective candidate for Governor of the 
wreat State of IIIInole, has been ignomin- 
lously sat down upon bythe Supreme Court 
ofthe State. The law provides thatthe mem 
bers of the Court of Claims may select a 
balliff to wait upon them during 
their session, which they did. Pavey 
had a friend who was clamoring for the re- 
demption of a former pledge, and Pavey con- 
cluding that he was bigger than the law, 
appointed his friend tothe same position and 
when payday came ignored the man chosen 
by the board, The man sued Pavey for his 
wages and Pavey was foolish e¢nought to fight 
it clear into the Supreme Court where be was 
promptly snuffed out. The Supreme Court 
has done what the entire Southern Confeder- 
acy could not accomplish. On thenext day 
after Pavey beard of his defeat in the Supreme 
Court, he read that he had been sued 
for libel in the sum of $10,000, and now he is 
mad at the whole State of Missouri. The 
plaintiff is the Supreme Lodge of the Order 
of Mutual Protection, which pays sick and 
death benefits to its members and isa Mis- 
souri corporation. It le claimed that Auditor 
Pavey, when applied to for information con- 
cerning the society, wrote personal letters to 
the effect that it ts doing an illegitimate busi- 
ness in this State. Itis understood that on 
this and other derogatory statements made 
by the Auditor, the highly respectable corpo- 
ration proposes toclaim damages. But Pa- 
vey’s troubles do notend here. Uneasy lies 
the head that wears a crown,’’ and the Auditor 
is almost réady to make a proposition to the 
Czar of Russia for an exchange of political 
and official positions. Mr, Gunther of Chi- 
cago bought the original old Lib by Prison 
bullding, moved it bodily to Chicago, set it 
up in a vacant lot, built a fence around 
it and began the show business, ex- 
hibiting the structure as a curiosity. 
Mr Gunther immediately began the 
collection of curiosities connected with the 
late war, and especially with prison life, and 
is filling up the building wich rare curiosities. 
Recently Gov. Fifer received a letter, it is said, 
from Mr. Gunther, saying that he had heard 
a great dealof Pavey, that he thought it 
would bea valuable acquisition to his collec- 
tion of curiosities, and wanted to know of the 
Governor ‘‘if he could spare it during the 
World's Fair.’’ And now Pavey is mad 
at Gunther, and says he will not 
go uniess Gunther will double the amount 
($8,800) that he is now getting out of bis com- 
bined salaries as Auditor, Insurance Commis- 
sioner and Chairman of the Board of Equall- 
zation. Further than this, considering the 
fact that Libby Prison was built expressly for 
him, and that he, being the only soldier that 
was ever confined there, he claims a pre- 
emption right tothe property, and Gunther 
had no legal right whatever to movetbe buiid- 
ing without first consulting him. In case Mr. 
Gunther does not come down with a very lib- 
eral proposition to the ex-prisoner to serve“ 
asthe leading Curiosity, Pavey will consider 
the matter of taking legal steps to oust Mr. 
Gunther, take possession ofthe bullding and 
move it to Mt. Vernon. 

Attorney-General Hunt took an active part 
in the defense of Pavey in this $24 lawsuit and 
many of his friends think be has made a sad 
mistake as he is a fine lawyer and should-have 
known that it was sheer nonsense to fight the 
case. But Hunt isa member of the triumvi- 
rate that is endeavoring to dowu the Tanner- 
Fifer-Pearson crowd of Republicans, and 
Pavey is his leader. Hunt is nothing if not 
loyal, but in bis loyalty to Pavey in this and 
other cases, he is decending to the lowest 
kind of pettifogging, and is in a fair way to 
establish areputation in that direction. His 
course in this matter has been a surprise to 
many prominent men in his party, as he has 
always been regarded asa long sighted poll- 
tician and a level-headed attorney. 

OTHER COURT DECISIONS. 

Among other decisions in the Supreme 
Court was one in the case of Goff vs. the 
County of Douglass, in which the court holds 
that where a sheriff appointe a jailer he must 
pay him out of the amount allowed for clerk 
and deputy hire, and that the pay of the jailer 
cannot become a charge against the county 
aside from the amount allowed for deputy and 
clerk hire.

The 
censor presumably read it through, but a 
perusal of the first few pages would have sat- 
isfied him that it was steeped in liberalism 
and was the exponent of many strange doc- 
trines which would be intolerable to the Rus- 
sian authorities. 

That was enough. A peremptory mandate 
‘was issued forbidding the circulation of the 
book within the Russian Empire. 

HISTORY OF THE BOOK.

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Nothing discomfitted Tolstol sent the book 


to Berlin, and there it was published a few 
weeks ago in German, French and English, 
witb an appreciative introduction by Raphael 
Loewenfeld. A-copy in German reached here 
a few days ago, and from it the following 
sketch of the story is taken: 

The book obtains its title from Beetho- 

sen’a well-known ‘‘Kreutzer-Sonate’’ and its 
son d’etre from that text in St. Matthew’s 
spel, in which the sanctity ofthe marriage 

8 is so forcibly upheld by Christ, and in 120 
ages Count Tolstol contrives to give us 
oaany most startiing ideas on this much vexed 

subject. 

There is little plot inthe story. Weare in- 
coduced first to some passengers inarailroad 
zar who chat desultorily about wedlock and 
kindred subjects. These passengers gradu- 
ally go their various ways until only two are 
left in possession of thecar. These two are 
the narrator of the story—evidently Count 
Tolstol himself—and a sad, nervous, Impuls- 
five gentleman, whose face and peculiar ac- 
tions show that he is a much suffering man. 

At this point the story really begins. The 
much-suffering man reveals that his name is 
Posdnyschewski and that he isthe man who 

stabbed hig wife to death a few months ago, 
and whose trial forms one of the causes 
celebres of modern Russia. Then, noticing 
his companion’s surprise, he offers to explain 
in detail the various reasons which led him 
to Kill the woman who had been his wife for 


several years and who wasthe motherof his 
children. Thereupon this much suffering man 
Degins hies tale and tells it through with 
hardly a pause to the grim end. Tolstoi sits 
and listens, only now and then interjecting 
an ejaculation or a query. 
A MURDERER’S STORY. 

_ The murderer begins with the days of his 
childhood. His parents were wealthy, he 
says, and he was weil educated. A thougntful 
lad, he saw bow much unhappiness resulted 
from a disregard of the laws of nature, and he 
determined at all bazards to lead an upright 
and cleanly life.

In all that concerned the cnildren Pos- 
dnyschewski’s advise was entirely disre- 
garded and he was given plainly to under- 
stand that he was butacipher in the house 
and 1 the doctors were the arbiters of good 
and ill, 

Posdnyschewsk! submitted with ill grace to 
his loss of authority, but had not the heart to 
raise any objections when his wife decided to 
move their establishment from the country 
into the olty. The change was made and 
Posdynschewski soon found himself the vic- 
tim of 228 

To his unbounded surprise he noticed that 
his wife began to pay unusual attention to the 
adornment of her person. In the country 
things had been different. There she had at- 
tended to the wants of the children and had 
never seemed to care whether men admired 
her or not. Inthe city she became a verita- 
ble coquette, tricked herself out in fine colors 
like a youns girl and handed over the care of 
the children to nurses and govermesses. 

Posdnyschewski, however, had no real 
cause to fee] uneasy until a certain musician, 
named Truchatschewsk!j, became a visitor at 
his house. This musician was a handsome, 
rather effeminate fellow, and Posdnyschewsk! 
soon saw that bis wife began to take an un- 
usual interest in him. He reproached her, 
but she laughed at his folly and easily per- 
suaded him that he had no grounds for sus- 
picion. Still he could not disabuse his mind 
of the horrible idea, and one night, while he 
was temporarily away from home, it returned 
to him with irresistible force, and he deter- 
mined to hurry home and find out bow his 
wife was employing herself in bis absence. 

DELIBERATE MURDER. 

He had a long journey before him, and it 
was night before he reached his own door. 
Slipping quietiy in, he heard the voice of his 
wife and the musician in the supper room. 
Removing nis shoes, he went to his study 
and, taking adaggerfrom its sheath, went 
straight into the supper room. Deliberately 
he did all these things, and there was no 
trace of nervousness On his face when he con- 
fronted the pair. 

They tried to greet him in a conventional 
manner, but he quickly cut them short. Then, 
in the confusion that followed, the musician 
slipped away unharmed, and Posdnyschewsk! 
refrained from following him. Even in this 
awful moment it struck him that it would be 
ludicrous forhim, without any shoes on, to 
start in pursuit, Besides, he had to settle ac- 
counts with his wife. 

The unfortunate woman pleaded for mercy 
and vowed that she had not wronged him in 
thought or deed, but he would pay no heed to 
her,and suddenly throwing her to the ground, 
while she strove vainly tm grasp his hands, he 
thrust the keen dagger into her side. 

The blow was fatal, though she did not die 
for some hours. As she was passing away her 
husband asked ber to forgive him, but her 
only reply was, I hate you, and my children 
shall not be left in your charge. hen she 
began to rave and so perished. 

The murderer was arrested, and after being 
confined in prison for. several months was 
tried and acquitted on the ground that he bad 
merely been defending the honor of his fam- 


ily. 
A KEY TO HAPPINESS. 

Such is the story of the Kreutzer- Sonate. 
But after ali it is not the story which will in- 
terest the readers of this book. Rather Is it 
the flood of strange and original ideas which 
meet one on every page. It is these which 
are the charm of the book and which give 
Count Tolgtoi a just claim to the title of a re- 
former. bjectionable and distasteful they 
may certainly be to the Russian government 
andtoallwho are hidebound conservatives 
and belleve that Whatever is is best, but 
they will be read with delight by that many 
who believe that there is room for improve- 
ment in this world, and that one of the few 
men who have shown how to improve it is 
Count Tolstoi. 

The Count, be it remembered, practices 
what he preaches. He believes that happi- 
ness consists in living as Christ lived, and he 
acts up to his belief by living as far as possi- 
ble a Ohristlike life. Though of noble de- 
scent he plows his own fields, and, though of 
gentle descent, he dresses like a peasant. For 
him the Bible ia the one great book, and in it 
he found the text which impelled him to write 
the Kreutzer- Sonate. 

Posdnyschéwski disregarded this text, and 
hence his unhappiness. He never really 
loved his wife;she merely charmed him by 
her beauty; yet he married her—and finally 
killed her. 

Yet he claims that there was nothing un- 
usual about his marriage and its conse- 
quences. Most men, he says, marry for 
beauty, not for love, and hence they and 
their wives are miserable for life. When the 
children come doctors are called in and 
virtually become the masters of the house- 
holds. Notthat the mothers are actuated by 
genuine maternal love. No, but by a fear lest 
their children should die and thus cause them 
disappointment. Andthis fear makes them 
nervous, crotchety and quarrelsome and 
renders life for their husbands hardly worth 
living. Still, the husbands bear their burdens 
as best they may, and in most cases go to 
their graves feeling confident that their life 
has been as happy as it could possibly have 
been. 

WHY MOTHERS ARE BLAMED. 

Things would be very different, according 
to Posdnyschewski, if mothers would only 
train their daughters properly. The modern 
mother, he says, briugs up her daughter with 
only one object in view—that of securing a de- 
sirable husband. She may De sent to first- 
class schools and receive instruction in all 
the sciences and arts, but no matter how 
learned or otherwise accomplished she may 
become she will: always be led to understand 
from ber mother that ell her accomplishments 
are of no use unless by means of thom she can 
secure a Gesirable husband. In like manner 
girls are decked out in beautiful raiment and 
instructed in the various graces solely in 
order that they may attractadmirers. This 
according to Posdnyscheweki, is the one goal 
and ambition of their youth. 

Marriage naturally Cisappointsthem and 
they tyrannize over thelr husbands, whom 
they soon learn to see in their true colors. 
According to Posdnyschewski, Hebrews and 
women are the real rulersof the modera 
world. The Hebrews, he says, control trade 
and the women control the households. 

Have the husbands a aut to complain? 
Posdnyschewski thinks not. n and women, 
he argues, do not enter into the marriage 
state as Christ intended that they should, and 
hence, iftheir lives are n they have 
only themselves to biame. appiness in 
marriage cannot reasonably be looked for by 
men who have led profligate lives before mar- 
riage, or by women Who have been taught 
that the chief end and aim of their being is to 
secure husbands. Such marriages are in als - 
tinct violation of Christ’s commandment, and 
no happiness oan result from them. 

NOVEL IDEAS ABOUT CHILDREN. 

Neither do children, says Posduyschewsk!i, 
always bring happiness toa home. In the first 
place, their troubles and ailments make an or - 
derly home life impossible, and in the second

After the blow was struck he knew that he 
had done wrong, and after telling bis story to 
his companion in the railroad car, he conciud- 
ed by saying that he had sinned in marrying 
the woman. ‘‘If I had known what I know 
now,“ he exclaimed, ‘‘I would not have 
married her for any consideration; no, nor 
would I have married any other woman!“ 

OBJECT OF THE BOOK. 

These words form an apt keynote to this 
strange book and show Count Tolstoi’s object 
in writting it. That object was to show why 
0 many married persons are unhappy. 
They are unhappyv, says Tolstol, because 
they did not observe Christ’s commandment 
when they entered into the marriage state. 
The men enter it as profligates and the wom- 
en through vanity. Surely an abiding love 
could not be expected to result from such a 
union.’’ 

Of course, Posdnyschewski’s sentiments 
may not be exactly the same as Tolstoi’s, but 
vend are given to the world with the 
authority of his name, and Tolstei’s readers 
will readily. see how akin they 
are to those heretofore expressed by the great 
novelist. Posdnyschewski isthe typeof the 
modern man of the world who, after soq@ing 
his wild oats, marries a girifor her beauty, 
intending to settle down for life and become a 
model husband and father. He tells his ex- 
periences to Tolstol, and the whole drift of 
his story is to show thatthe senses play far 
too great a partin modern marriages, and 
that no man can make a greater mistake than 
to marry a woman for her beauty. According 
to him, Christ’s commandment to men on this 
point is applicable to all women, even to 
men’s own wives,and a disregard of it is 
breeding, and will ever breed, unhappiness 
and discord in families. Happiness inthe 
mariage state is only for those who are per- 
fectly pure and who have lived according to 
Christ’s commandment. Such is the lesson 
taught by the ‘‘Kreutzer-Sonate.’’ 

It goes without saying that the book is well 
written and has that distinctive charm of style 
which readers of *‘Tne Cossacks,’’ Ana- 
Karennina,’’ Peace and War, Scenes of 
the Seige of Sebastopol’’ and 'The Death of 
Ivan Illitch’’ knowso well. Still it is doubtful 
if the ‘‘Kreutzer-Sonate’’ will readily attain 
the popularity of these books. Powerful and 
impressive as it is, it contains too many 
passages which will hardly meet with the ap- 


proval of the general reader and which will 
certainly debar itfrom many homes, Consid- 
ering the nature of the theme such 1 
are inevitable, and be it said to Count Tolstoi’s 
credit that he has exhibited a most delicate 
tact in his treatment of this much vexed 
subject.

Dus Mons, Io., April 5.—Bishop Bowman, 
who was locked out of Trinity Church by the 
trustees, and whom the Des Molnes Confer- 
ence of the Evangelical Church refused to 
recognize as its presiding officer, yesterday 
organized a conference of his own and trans- 
acted some business. The session was held 
at the Bishop’s rooms at his hotel. After at- 


tending to the routine business of the confer- 
ence the Rev. J. F. Yerger was electea 
Presiding Eider and given charge of 

the congregations connected with 
the conference. The same gentieman was 
also elected to represent the conference 
at the Genera! Board of Missions. which con- 
venes in October next ip Cleveland, and 
which manages ali the foreign and home 
mission work connected with the church. The 
Rev. J. H. Yaggy was elected trustee of the 
Northwestern College for three years. This 
prosperous educational institution is located 
at Napervilie, III., and Bishop Bowman is 
President. The Rev. Dr. W. Reese and 
the Rov. Dr. C. W. Blodget, Presiding Elders 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, were in- 
troduced to the conference and expressed 
their surprise at the very peculiar conduct of 
the ministers, who refuse to recog- 
nize the Bishop. The discipline 
of the Evan@elical Association being 
in many respects similar to the Methodist 
Church they unhesitatingly expressed their 
opinion that the Bishop’s position, so far as 
the legal status of the difilculties is con- 
cerned, is right. Resolutions were adopted 
deploring the trouble, the revolutionary spirit 
of members, and expressing confidence in the 
honor, honesty and piety fof Bishop Bowman 
and uphoiding him as bishop.

A NEW WIRE CONDUIT. 


A PLAN FOR CARRYING ELECTRIC WIRES IN 
LARGE CITIES. 


Disadvantages of Stringing On Poles and the 
Underground Conduit System—A Scheme 
Suggested for Avoiding the Objections to 
Either— How Wires Are Placed in the 
New Conduits—Electrical Notes.

BUT THE UNDERGROUND SYSTEM 
is declared by many electricians of high char- 
acter, led by Thomas A. Edison, to involve 
greater dangers than are encountered when 
pole suspension is employed, and nota few 
municipalities hesitate about allowing the 
piacing of underground conduits in the 
streets. Recently another plan was proposed, 
which its projectors allege avoids the objec- 
tions raised to either pole lines or the under- 
ground system. The new method of convey- 
ing wires consists of an ordisary I- shaped 


iron girder, inclosed in a sheet-iron ease, in 
such a manner as to form a conduit, divided 
intotwo compertments. Strips of sjeet-iron 
are fastened to the top and botto of the 
girder, extending throughout its length, and 
sheet iron doors hinged tothe bottom stri 
inclose the sides. The wires are support 
on hooks of strap tron fastened to the irder, 
or better still, to wooden cleats that have 
been treated with some insulating material. 

THE CONDUIT I8 8UPPORTED 
on hollow wrought iron pillars, 18 to 20 feet 
high and 60 feet apart, about on a line withthe 
street lamps. The structure can be made or- 
namental, and asmali conduit 64%x8 inches in 
size can carry 500 telegraph or telephone 
wires, and twenty or more electric light 
Large conduits of course have a much 
greater capecity. The pillers will be but 
four inches in diameter, and where the pres- 
ent poles with wires strung across pieces oc- 
cupy hundreds of square feet, ander the new 
system but a few squares inches will de re- 
quired. The costly mains of underground 
conduits,liable at any moment to fall through 
the slightest leakage, e subjected 
to the effects of moisture, and likely to have 
the insulation destroyed by the heat from 
steam pipes, will be replaced by a smal! iron 
tube, easily kept in order, and so constructed 
as to render every wire inclosed easily access- 
ible. The wires will terminate in test boxes, 
which supply the places of the manholes in 
the subways, and are placed six or eight 
biocks apart. 

IN DISTRIBUTING WIRES 

they can beled down the hollowiron pillars 
below the sidewalk through a pipe to the 
building where they are to be used. If a street 
is to be crossed the wires can be carried from 
a hole in the top of the pillar to the eaves of a 
building, thence across the street to the eaves 
of opposite buildings and from there dis- 
tributed, Another method is to lead the wires 
through an underground pipe. An im- 
portant feature of the proposed meth- 
od is the manner in which the wires 
are placed in the conduit. The doors 
on the side are opened, and the wires placed 
inside; all joints ofthe line are thus readily 
accessible, and the necessity of any them 
through conduits, so detrimental to insula- 
tion, on account of the scraping aud injury 
incident to bandling, is avoided. A number 
of electricians are carefully studying the new 
system, and itis probabie that it will before 
long be given a practical test.

STOVES AND FUEL, 


Be Handled 


the Latter Saved. 


A good range or cooking stove lightens a 
woman’s workso much that every kitchen 
should contain one; though the parlor be un- 
furnished or the house unpainted, have a 
safe, reliablé stove with which to do the 
family cooking, says a writer in Good House- 
keeping. A cooking stove should be roomy; 
It ls a mistake to buy a small stove. The 


drafts, flues, and chimney should be cleaned 
at least four times a year. Know that no 
sparks can escape any piace, especially where 
the pipe enters the chimney. It will pay. 
Have your fire save! Insurance money is 
hard enough to get when all the conditions 
have been justly complied with. It is terri- 
ble to burn out! If your stove smokes, find 
out the reason and stop it. We get old and 
ugly soon enough—don't allow yourself to be 
smoked. 

Whatever kind of fuelis used, insist upon 
it being good; if you burn wood, have at least 
half of it dry. Green wood can be burned 
sometimes, but never atiempt to bake with 
it. Have a woodshed and see that itis filled. 
Nothing less than asaintcan keep her tem- 
perandcook breakfast over a sulky, unde- 
cided fire, when the kitchen is blue with smoke 
and the wood sings psalms and sheds tears. 
Soft coal makes acheap and hot fire. It is 
dirty; a filter attached tothe cistern isa ne- 
cessity if soft coal is used. It is better than 
poor wood. 

Hard coal is excellent to cook on in winter 
if the stove is made to burn it. Patience is an 
important requisite when learning to make, 
keep and use a hard coal flre. It seems easy 
and is when one learns how; oneof the first 
things to learn is to leave it alone. Never 
have the coal come above the stove-lining. 
The fire will not be so bright, fuel will waste, 
because the draught is not se good. 
When not using the fire, keep dampers 
closed, when needed, open the drafts. For 
cooking or baking, no matter how hot the fire 
desired, having the coal come nearly to the 
top of the lining, the fire ought to last four 
hours without new coal or poking. The topof 
the stove may be red hot, the coal piled up to 
the lids and yet the oven will not bake. There 
is too much coal in and the draft is stopped by

Gasoline is the best fuel for summer. But 
one must be careful when usingit. One with 
a double burner for wash boiler and oven and 
two single burners cost about $16. Two and 
one-half galions of gasoline atls per gallon 
will do the cooking, washing and lroning one 
week forafamily of four. Then thiuk of the 
comfort. A kerosene lamp stove with one 
burner is very handy. A quartof water can 
soon be boiled on one.

The following passage from 
one of these mummy cases recently exhumed 
shows its express declaration of a future fife: 
‘*The osiris (soul) lives after death. Every 
god rejoices with life; the osiris rejoices as the 
gods rejoice.’’ 

It is supposed the Book fof the Dea d“ 
originated with the E tians between two 
thousand and three thousand years before 
Christ.

The Impudence et eme Whe Insult the 
Men of Her Country—Three Foreigners 
in New York Society Whe Are Given the 
Benefit of the Pen ef a Poetess—For- 
eigners Who Are the Inferiors of the 
Roughest American Boers.

When does society take cognizance of the 
fact that married women are accepting atten- 
tions from men other than their husbands? I 
don’t mean bv gossiping of such attentions, 
but by Indicating In some positive social way 
their disapprobation of such proceedings.’’ 

‘*THE RULE OF SOCIETY,’’ 

sald Mr. McAllister, ‘‘is that eociety has no 
business to recognize anything of the kind 
until the husband does. So long as a husband 
expresses no disapprobation of what his wife 
is doing, her conductis regarded as some- 
thing with which nobody else has any con- 
cern.’’ 

The rule here formulated by Mr. McAllister 
is the one generally recognized and has been 
expressed in various ways at other times by 
women who are bigh in social position; but 
as a matter of fact, it is a rule 80 liberal 
that society only adheres to it in a modified 
form. Numbers of society women in New 
York, who possess such hampering adjuncts 
as husbands and children, and who have ac- 
cepted sentimental attentions from admirers, 
have found that the kindness of their hus- 
bands did not protect them in a social 
way. In several cases such women 
have been lett out in the distribution 
of invitations for leading social affairs, 
where the affairs have been given by 
recognized society leaders and when 
they have concluded to behave more 
sensibiy, and have brought their every- 
day lite more into aceordance with con- 
ventional notions, their names have been re- 
placed on the list of guests for such enter- 
tainments. Of course, when society is moved 
to act in suen cases, it is influenced toa great 
extent by the position which the husband 
holds. Ifthe husband’s position is powerful, 
and he expresses no pubiic disapprobation of 
his wife’s ectentricities, society is very slow 
to criticise in a practical anc direct way. If 
the husband’s social or business position is 
of little account, society is apt to shove him 
to one side and act for itself. 7

was more flirting and more sentimeatal non- 
dense in New York among married women 
center where he had 
been. tie added, however, that 
there was real:y less of the sort of thing 
of which a divorce court can take cog- 
nizance than there is in London or in Contin- 
ental capitais. As a matter of fact, there 
have been few divorces in the history of New 
York society where they grow out of the at- 
tentions accepted by married women, and 
there has been only one duel. People who 
know the history of society in London and 
ee that this isan exceedingly good 
record.

Occa- 
sionally wealth wins and the retired merchant 
with ability to draw a check for half a 
million passes the closely guarded por- 
tal and is IIterally transformed into 
an aristocrat by election. There are, of 
course, many clubs where the line is not and 
cannot be so tightly drawn, but the old-estab- 
lished institutions are well nigh as severe now 

as they were fifty years ago. 

There are over one hundred clubs in London 
which occupy their own houses; there are 
considerably over one thousand which own 
nothing. The former are bona-fide institu- 
tions designed for the comfort of members, 
with very little idea of money mak- 
ing about them. Reckoning the present 
value of their magnificent buildings, some 
of them are quite wealthy, “while others are 
less blessed with this world’s goods, and owe 
their continued existence to substantial dona- 
tions by wealthy members. The entrance fee 
to a good club is always high, and the annual 
dues are often a heavy tax on younger sons 
and others who affect an affluence they do 
not possess. Theiower grade of clubs which 
own neither real estate nor reputation are 
chiefly gaming houses and drinking shops

Joseph 
Hatton in his Club-Land, London and Pro 


vincial,’’ published last month, gives an in- 


teresting description of how the ancient Lace- 


demonians managed their club-houses.

fishand fruit. The oldest of the fifteen stood 
at the door, and as he greeted each fresh ar- 
rival he added a reminder that not a word 
heard inside must be repeated to non-mem- 
bers.

At this period the then erratic young Disracli 
was an out-and-out reformer, and it is a tra- 
dition that he was one of the first to sign the 
roll of what was destined to become the great- 
est political clubinthe world. There is little 
to substantiate the statement that he ever 
passed through the doors and the records of 
the club do not bear out the tradition as to his 
membership.

The Conservative Ciub has its headquarters 
In an exceptionally handsome building on St. 

This was erec in 1845, and a 
very pleasing effect is produced in the front 
elevation by the upper rtion being Corin- 
thian, and the lower Roman Doric. Inside 
spaciousness is the watchword, and the 
kitchen is said to be the largest in London. 
The Athenum has already been mentioned 
as the ideal literary club—as the home of 
learning. Its headquarters are in a building 
of severe Grecian style standing on what was 
once part of the court yard of the Carlton 
House. " 

THE GARRICK CLUB 

is strictly Thespian in its leanings. It is the 
survivor of or successor to the old Green Room 
Club, and after a brief sojourn in King street 
established itself in its present home on Gar- 
rick street. The front elevation is not very 
attractive; the style is Italian. The grandest 
thing in the whole building is the noble stair- 
case of carved oak. Pictures abound on every 
hand, and the reading-room is often called 
the ‘*Picture Gallery. It is popularly sup* 
posed that the Garrick of London and the 
Century of New York are under the same man- 
agement. This is not the case, but mem- 
bers ot either club crossing the Atiantic are 
always sure of a welcome at the other. 

The building occupled by the National Lib- 
eralCiub is one of the sights of London. It 
is situated on the Thames embankment, on 
one of the finest sites in the great city, close 
to Whitehall and within a few minutes’ walk 
of the Houses of Parilament,. The dining- 
room measures 198 Dy 38 feet and is 24 feet 
high, The Krill- room is 63 by 35, and every- 
thing is on the same scale of immense- 
ness. The club is quite a new one 
and at resent does not compete 
with the eform for political influence. 
It has, however, some idea of doing so in the 
future as it has a spacious Conference Hall 
with an independent entrance, something 
that the Reform and Carlton bave always 
missed. The building was designed by Mr. 
Waterhouse, R. A., and the style is early 
renaissance. 

White’s has a curious 
originally started as a chocolate house at the 
corner of St. James’ street. This was in 1698 
and Doran speaking of its early career says, 
Here more than one highwayman took his 
chocolate or threw his main before he 
quietly mounted his horse ana rode 
down Piccadilly towards Bagshot.’’

ales, who were present at the fire and urged 
On the boys to fresh exertion by the most 
reckless promises. After the rebuilding, 
White’s became a veritable gambling den, 
and the ‘‘bet-book’’ Is still one of the curios!i- 
ties shown visitors. One incident will suffice 
us an example. A man fell down at the ciub 
door. He was brought into the hall anda 
doctor summoned. Books were immediately 
made on the chances of recovery, and when 
the physician provosed to bleed the hero of 
the moment, objection was made on the 
ground that the use of the lancet would affect 
the fairness of the betting. 

The club is now more heavily respectable, 
having left its reckless gambling spirit be- 
hind when it moved toits present site and 
Into the house occupied until 1775 by the then 
Countess of Northumberland. Attempts have 
been made from time to time to establish

or atleast to modify rules so asto admit 
ladies to certain of the privilexes so jealously 
reserved by and for the lords of creation. The 
Falstaff was established at Evans’ in 
Covent Garden with an idea to its being con- 
ducted on lines similar to the Bohemian 
Club at San Francisco.

long since extended to the large provincial 
cities. In point of collecting for permanent 
buildings Birmingham, Manchester and Liv- 
erpool have an advantage over London. The 
last named has no local pride and no rivairy 
to urge it on, whereasthe cities which are in 
the race for second piace are exceedingly 
jealous ofeach other. Birmingham has had 
a strong, non-political club since 1840 in the 
union.

March 1.—Funchal, the, 
capital of this Portu- 
guese Island of Madeira, 
is one of the most 
famous health resorts 
in the worid for per- 
sons affiicted with pul- 
monary diseases. The 
Isiand of Madeira is sit- 
uated in the Atlantic 
Ocean on the direct line 
of navigation for all 
vessels , bound for 
Western Africa, and is 
in itself an important 
station. Funchal is the 
main harbor of the 
island. Five English 

steamers, one German and two Portuguese 

lines make their regular stops here. 

Funchal lies on the Southern coast of Ma- 
deira andcan be reached from Lisbon within 
two days.

TRAVEL FOR CONSUMPTION. 


An Instance of the Beneficial Effects of 
Open-Air Life. 


From the Popular Science Monthly. 

Dr. Henry L. Bowditch has given the Cll- 
matological Association an account of the 
treatment which seems to have counteracted a 
strong tendency to consumption in his gwn 
family. In 1808 his father, then 25 years old, 
was undoubtedly threatened with consump- 
tion. On August ot that year, when thus 
ill, he started from Salem, Mass., with a 


friend as his companion and driver. in an 
open one-horse chaise for a tour through 

ew England. The trip lasted thir- 
ty duys and covered 748 miles. 
During that time he passed from the deepest 
mental discouragement and physical weak- 
ness through all 8 of feeling up to a real 
enjoyment of lite. is journey, though ben- 
efiting him immensely, probably did not 
wholly cure him, but it proved to him the ab- 
solute need he had ofregular, daily, physical, 
open-air exercise. Afterward, under walks 
of one and a balf to two miles, taken three 
times daily, all pulmonary troubies disap- 
peared. He died thirty years after the jour- 
vey from carcinoma of the stomach, his lungs 
being normal, except that one presented evi- 
dences of an ancient cicatrix at its apex.

FORTRESS OF S. 1040. 


As bulwarks of defense they are of but little 
valueto-day. FortIiheoon the western side 
is built on a rock projecting almost perpen- 
dicularly from out the sea. 


It carries the 
fortress on its summit. The English people 
have called it Loo Rock, and it 16 Madeira’s 
peculiar characteristic mark.

Another means of transportation to be met 
at Madeira is the hammock, which is carried 
on poles by two natives. This is especially 
well adapted for taxing invalids from place to 
place. 

The natives of Madeira are of Portuguese ori- 
gin. The lower class is badly mixed with the 
Moor and negro element. 

In former times they were wedded to their 
national costume, which resembles that of the 


Greek, particularly in the ‘‘karapuca,’’ which 
is worn by both women and men. It Ie a cap 
with a long point, made of blue cloth, and 


beneficial to him. Assoonasthey were old 
enough they were required to take daily 
morning walks of about a mile and a half. If 
at any time they were observed to be droop- 
ing, they were taken from school and sent 
into the country to huve farm life and out-of- 
door play to their heart’s content. In conse- 
quence ofthis early instruction, all his de- 
acendants have become thoroughly impressed 
with the advantages of daily walking, of 
summer vacations in the country, and of 
camping out, te., among the mountains. 
Dr. Bowditeh’s father had married his 
cousin, who, after long invalidism, died of 
chronic phthisis in 1834. Oertainly a con- 
sanguineous union of two consumptives fore- 
boded nothing but evil. Yet, of their eight 
children, six are either now alive or they ar- 
rived at adult age, married, and have had 
children and children, but not a trace of 
phthisis has appeared in any of these ninety- 
three persons. 

Dr. Bowditch sees nothing dut the influence 
of out- of-door life to which this immunity of 
his family from consumption can be attrib- 
uted. He bas prescribed it under proper pre- 
cautions, in his practice for years, and says 
in copclusion: ‘‘I have no objection to drugs, 
propery chosen, and I almost always admin- 
ster them; but if the choice were given me to 
stay in the house and use medicines, orto live 
constantly in the open air without them, I 
should infinitely prefer the latter course, in 
case of my being threatened with pulmonary 
consumption.’’

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TANK AND MEAT-AXE PLAYS THRILL IN 
MORE WAYS THAN ONE. 


Experiencef€f the Leading Actress in the 


Aftermath of Kubbing: and Hot Lemon- 
ades—The Jockey in The County Fair’ 
—A Variety Artist’s Acrobatic Act.

If the craze for the real istic drama continues 
to wax the lot of the melodrnmatic actor will 
in time become a highly unenviable one. The 
requirements that are made upon the leading 
players in the lately. developed play of 


ing ambition inthe bosom of the most en- 
thusiastic amateurand awake dismay in the 
soul of the most experienced of professionals. 
Should this continue, the adjective ‘‘real- | 
istic’’ used in connection with a class of 
actors will become as common asthe term 
old legitimate’’ is to-day. Every dramatic 
agency will de equlpped yith a complete gym- 
nasium to test the physical strength of ap- 
plicants for positions, and every ‘‘realistic’’ 
company will carry aspeciaily selected staff 
of pbysicians. Several actors in realistic 
plays tell of the dangers they go through 
below. 


ASTAGE DROWNING. 


The Heroine of the Dark Secret“ Tells 
All About the Tank. 


The tank drama generated the realistic 
craze, and the firstto attain success in this 
country was the Dark secret. The author 
managesto drop his leading lady, leading 
man and light comedy gentleman overboard, 
but the bulk of the aquatic work is done by 
the woman, who goes through an experience 
as near to absolute drowning as it is possible 
to make it. Miss Edna Carey played this part 
several hundred times and escaped without 
accident. Here is herstory told by herself: 

In the early days of the transpontine melo- 
drama the culminating thrill of the perform- 
ance was invariably produced by that scene 
wherein the villain, after throwing away his 
customary cigarette and rolling up the sleeves 
of his reguiation black velvet jacket, pro- 
ceeded to huri the shrieking heroine into the 
roaring sea or the raging river. After person- 
at lug the heavy man’s victim in near a score 
of these plays, I became quite familiar with 
the modus operandi of this startling effect. It 
was crude in the extreme, 

The frowning cliff from which the heroine 
was thrown was never more than six feet 
high, tne watery depths into which she de- 
scended commonly cunsisted of three rows of 
very stiff profile waves, and when she struck 
the surface, or to speak in amore technical 
manner, landed upon the matress placed be- 
hind the first line ofbillows, the thud could 
be heard to the uttermost parts of the gallery. 
The spiash was represented by small handful 
ofsalt thrown through atrap by a super be- 
neath the stage, while her drowning gasps 
were produced with the ald of a handkerchief 
thrust haif way down herthroat. But the in- 
troduction of the stage tank has changed all 
this and the dramatic drowning scene as done 
to-day ig a triumph of exciting realism. The 
Dark Secret’’ was the first play to present 
the spectacie of a woman struggling and fin- 
ally sinking in ariver of real water, and for 
two seasons I was that woman. 

A UNIQUE EXPERIENCE. 

The experience was the most unique that I 
have yet encountered in my theatrical career, 
and there was an element ot danger in it which 
made it doubly exciting. After being cast 
overboard Il swam some twenty feet, sank and 
remained under the water for one entire 
minute, until the convenient hero dived and 
pegugnt me to the surface. This is how I 

t: 

Ine scene represented the Thames at Hen 
ley by moonlight. A flock of swans, kept in 
motion by the property-man, who stood in

the wings and practiced at short range with a 
putty- blower, swam along the opposite shore 
and made desperate attempts to eat the gutta- 
percha water lilies which floated upon 
the tide. At each side of the tank 
men in rubber boots produced a _ cur- 
rent by working enormous sweeps, and 
helped to turn about the steam-launch and 
small boats as they sailed on and off the 
My costume was as light and simple 
as it was possibie to make it. Tne dress was 
of flannel throughout and about my waist I 
wore a canyas belt filled with shot which 
aided mein sinkingto the bottom of the 
tank when the time arrived for me to do 80. 
My shoes were of canvas, I woreno hat and 
my hair wav colled inthe tightest kind ofa 
knot. 

The action passes and at last the villain 
and I are left-alone upon the stage. The 
villain as usual wants a compromising docu- 
ment, which I as usual firmily refuse to 
give up. He ealls me ‘‘Gur-r-rh,’’ and 

rinds his teeth after the manner of ail 

eavy men. Then he beginsto threaten me 
and the faces of the audience grow tense with 
interest. Looking off the scene I see the lead- 
ing man climbing intoaskiff preparatory to 
rescuing me, but the villain, who doesn’t 
know anything about the leading man, con- 
tinves to threaten. He seizes my wrist and 
we make a rush to the footlights, followed by 
a dash up stage to the river bank. The orches- 
tra begins a very piano harmony, and the 
swans 1 a disturbance disappear from 
view despite the property-man and his putty- 
blower. Upinthe fites I catch a glimpse of 
the calclum man getting the range of the cen- 
ter of the tank, which he invariably misses, 
and the next moment I am overboard. 

IN THE TANK. 

The water is three feet deed, and turning on 
my side Isupport myself on one arm while 1 
wildly beat about with the other, shrieking 
meauwhile. The villain leaves the stage, 
nits down on the edge of the tank and makes 
faces at me expressive of demoniacal tri- 
umph, Slowly 1 work my way out until I am 
directly over the little tank, which is sunk in 
the center of the * one and gives an addi- 
tional depth of six feet. I reach down, 
grasp a cross-bar and draw myself under 
water. Seéing nothing, hearing nothing, 
I hold on like grim death and 8 8 
shock which I know iscoming. The leading 
man, who has dived from the boat above 
shoots through the water and drives bis he 
into my shoulder with a force that knocks the 
final breath out of me and sends it in bubbies 
to the surface. We come to the top and the 
shock of the applause, bursting Ae up · 
on my ears, nearly deafens me, while the blaz- 
ing licht seems to blister my eyes. The men 
inthe boat grab us by the hair and holde us 
up in the calcium light. Picture, realistic 
rainstorm, Which makes us still damper, and 
slow curtain. 

All dripping and clammy as I am I take my 
call and then fly to my dreseing- room, where 
ten winutes of rubbing by an expert from the 
Turkish bath, joined with a red-hot lemonade, 
restores my normal temperature and does 
away with the danger of taking cold. During 
the two seasons that I nightiy took this rather 
elaborate plunge I encountered but two accl-

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THE FOOTLIGHT HORSE-RACE. 


His Thrilling Ride, 


Mr. Charles J. Jackson, who nightly tempts 
Providence by riding the winning horse in 
the County Fair“ race scene in the play of 
that name now running In New York, has 
thus far met with nothing more serious than a 
sprained knee. He telle of the sensations at- 
tending his task: 

Although Mr. Burgess took every possible 


precaution against accidents when he con- 
structed the machine upon which the 
County Fair’’ horses race, it has already 
occasioned three, one of which oT resulted 
fatally. ‘The first occurred in- Philadelphia, 
where I, the horse that | was riding and that 
section of the machine upon which he was 
running went through the stage and fell ten 
feet into the cellar. The shaking up was a 
severe one, but neither the horse nor I was 
Injured. Inthe second accident my leg was 
caught between my horse and the trace which 
held him upon his treadmill, almost snapping 
the tendons, and in the third one of the two 
jockeys tbat ride against me went off of his 
mount and broke four ribs. These mishaps, 
in connection with the fact that no accident 
insurance company will give me a policy at 
less than ruinous rates, Induce me to believe 
that my charces for ending up in a hospital 
or some home for permanentiy damaged 
actors are excellent. 
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The Race — Behind the Scenes. 


_ The machine upon which the race is run is 
very simple in its construction. It consists of 
three treadmiils, placed side by side 
and moving in separate grooves across the 
stage. A horse, held in position by steel 
traces anchored to the flooring, is placed upon 
each mili. These mills are drawn backward 
and forward by wires which run around wind 
lasses on both sides of the stage, an arrange- 
ment by which the positions of the horses 
during and at the close of the race are regu- 
lated. During the first part of the last act the 
race-track is masked from view by a drop, 
and long before the time arrives two 
of the horses, with their riders mounted, are 
in position onthe treadmills. In the scene 
just preceding the race my horse is hitched to 
a wagon and after Aunt Abby and the rest of 
the family haveclimbed inIdrive him on. 
My jockey costume is covered by an old linen 
duster. he moment that the horse comes off 
the stage on the opposite side he is taken out 
of the shafts, his racing saddie and bridle are 
ut on, and 1, in full racing regalia, lead him 
ack to Aunt Abby. After a few speeches the 
warning bell rings and land the horse get to 
the back of the drop in double-quick time. 
Our place is on the center treadmill and 
in a moment the traces are fastened 
and Jam on my racer’s back. The horses 
know what is coming and stand trembling 
with nervousness. Our whips are raised in 
the air, and at the moment when the lights go 
out we commence to ply them as vigorously as 
we can. For a few seconds we plunge and 
rear in absolute darkness; then up goes the 
screening drop and a calcium light plays full 
upon us. My horse is going at a rate which 
would carrry him over thirty miies of country 
in an hour, but held back by the strong traces 
he does notadvance an inch, although the 
ound literally flies beneath his feet. Look- 
— down I see eight trampling hoofs, and 
should I fall among them they would not leave 
enoug of me to forma subject for an ana- 
tomical lecture. The men at the wind- 
lasses are slowly drawing me ahead, and 
above the terrible din of the treadmills I am 
ust able to hear the applause of the audience.

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OF A MAN WHOM NAPOLEON 1 
BLAMED FOR WATERLOO- 


Career—What Has Been Said ef Him 
‘and What Should Be Said—A Sketch of 
an Eventfal Career With the Histery 
It Helped Make.

OUNT EMANUEL GROUCHY, 
of noble parentage, was born at 
Paris in 1766. At 14 he entered 
thearmy and rose gradually 
till he became a marshal of 
France. The judgments of 
history have often been false. 
Generally these judgments 
have been false in giving praise 
where it was not deserved, but 
especially in giving an undue 

amount of praise, More rarely the false judg- 
ment consists in bestowing unmerited cen- 
sure, as when an adopted hero has blundered 
fatally and to save him it is necessary to find 
a scapegoat. Exactly this has been Grouchy’s 
fate. \ 

At the battle of Hohenlinden, fought by 
Moreau agaisst Archduke John, Gen. 
Grouchy, in command of a division, was post - 
ed at the right of that town while Gen. Ney’s 
division was on the left. The plain was stud- 
ded with a number of hamlets and the town 
stood about the center. The Austrians at- 
tacked at 9 a. m., December 8, 1800, 
first assaulting Gen. Grouchy. They 
were handsomely repulsed, and soon 
Grouchy and Ney were jointly engaged 
againstthem and succeeded in driving them 
back into the pine forest. The three subor- 
dinate Generals most active and most effect- 
we on that day were Grouchy, Ney an 
Richepanse. This battle was made famous 
im that poem of Campbell beginning: 

On Linder when the sun was low. 

The poem has high merit, but in its recital ot 
fact it is almost as false as Byron’s Deserip- 
tion of Waterloo.’’ It intimates that the 
battle was fought on the bank of the 
river Iser and that it was fought 
eat dead of night. It was — 
good day’s ride from Iser and not a shot 
was fired in the night. 

Afterwards Napoleon became hostile to 
Moreau and brought him to trial. Grouchy 
was a witness. Because he did not choose to 
testify against Moreau as Napoleon desired, he 
incurred the imperial displeasure and for a 
long time was in disgrace at the French 
Court. Inthe Jenacampaign Napoleon gave 
him a cavalry command. At Eylau Napoleon’s 
star waned. The battlefield was almost level, 
but the cemetery occupieda slight eminence 
and there Napoleon took his position from 
which he could overlook the entire fiela. It 
snowed most of the day. The French army 
faced northward so that the stiff north wind 
blowing the snow upon the backs of the Rus- 
sian troops, gave them little annoyance while 
attimes it fairly blinded the French troops. 
There was no reason why Napoleon should 
have fought that day and there are at least 
two reasons why he should have waited. At 
dawn February 8, 1807, the battle began. The 
Russians, commanded by Gen. Bennigsen, 
were greatly superior te the French inthe 
number of cannon. From the outset Napoleon 
fared badly. About 10 o’clock he ordered 
Marshal Augereau, with his strong corps, and 
Gen. St. Hilaire, with his division, to advance 
and attack. They had only got fairly started 
when a sudden squall of snow so thick that 
one could not see a rod ahead, sprang up, 
driven into the eyes of the French by a furious 


north wind. Napoleon ought instantly to have 
countermanded his order, but he did not. 
Atter atime the snow suddenly ceased. The 
French line had, without knowing it, ap- 
proached close to the Kussian line. The Rus- 
sians fred a murderous volley of grape and 
musketry. Immediately, and while the 
French were in complete disorder, the Rus- 
sian cavairy dashed upon them furiously with 
saber. The French were well nigh annihilated. 
Within thirty minutes Napoleon had lost a 
corps and a division almost as 
completely as if the earth had 

awned and swaliowed them. This 

orrible sacrifice would have been saved by 
an order from Napoleon countermanding the 
order to advance. The French prospect was 
gloomy. During the afternoon the Prussians 
made a furious charge and reached within a 
few rods of Napoleon’s position in the 
cemetery. The lay of the land was 
such as to preclude maneuvering, 
and the Prusédians were the stronger. 
Worst of all, a little before sundown Gen. 
Lestocg, with more than 7,000 Russians, 
reached the field te reinforce Bennigsen. At 
this point it is said that Napoleon, seeing him- 
self beaten, issued an order tor 
a retreat, directing that Grouchy 
have charge of the rear guard. A subordli- 
nate offieer, hearing of the order, implorea 
the Emperor to revoke it, urging that possi- 
bly he could hold his ground till night, and he 
could then decide. The order was revoked. 
Darkness put an end to the awful butchery. 
Napoleon sent next day an order to Cam- 
baceres at Paris to publish in the Moniteur that 
„the Russians were completely put to the 


rout,’’ 

At Friedland, June 14, 1807, Marshal 
Lannes and Grouchy alone encoun- 
tered Bennigsen at daybreak, Napoleon, 
Ney and Victor not arriving tillafternoon. It 
‘es uot to be denied that in this action, 

specially during the forenoon, Grouchy 

shaved with consummate skill. No man 
er handied troops with better judgment or 
n greater effect. During the retreat from 
ow in which hundreds of thousands of 
enth troops perished either from Cossack 
wullets or because the themometer stood at 
20 to 80 degrees below zero, hundreds of 
officers were left without a command. Na- 
poleon organized them into aseparate body, 
named them The Sacred Squadron,“ 
assigned to them the duty of protecting his 
own person, and placed them under the com- 
mand ofGrouchy. A higher compliment he 
could not have given. 

On Napoleon’s return from Russia, Ozar 
Alexander organized the great coalition. 
Napoleon or I—one of us must fall. Com- 
bined Europe was bent on the Corsican’s 
destruction. The Russian expedition had 

rostrated Napoleon. His cannon were gone. 
His cavalry was gone. His army was gone 
Worse than all, his prestige was gone. France 
too was exhausted of fightine men. The Em- 

eror resorted to a merciless conscription. 
he new was composed 
ely of . of 16, witbout 
the physical fortitude or the 
moral foriitude for soldiers. But Napoleon 
must fight, not to make conquest but to keep 
Then came that succession of 
long and bloody campaigns, begimning at 

Lutgen: and ending at the little table in the 

palace at Fontainebleau, where the Emperor, 

aftera vain ha Phe at suicide by polson, 
*gigned hie abdication. In these campaigns 

Grouchy was constantly active, except when 

disabled by wounds, and constantly dis- 
valor and ekill. He had been in mil 

— ice thiry-four years. Few men had 

. longer and none had served better. 

When on his return from Elba Napoleon re- 
sumed sovereignty, he assigned Grouchy toa 
commend in the region of Lyons. His duty 
was, notto fight battles, butto allay discon- 

tent, repress outbreaks,. and re-establish , 
Imperial authority. By his firmness,bis mod- 
eration and huis prudence he achieved con- 
spicouous success; the Emperor rewarded it by 
‘giving him the Marshal's baton.

and this, too (marvelous ingratitude), within 
thirty days after a es had promoted bim 
and selected im, in conjunction

the great campaign. The ‘question 
of Grouchy’s behavior in consection with 
Waterileo is an important one in military 
history, and demands an elaborate examina- 
tion. lors affects with much ostentation to 
be a military critic, though his pompous ob- 
servations excite among those who really are 
military critics, a g -natured smile. The 
obvious end of all his criticisms is to show 
that the Emperor of France was the greatest 
man that ever commanded an army, that ali 
his plans were rofound, their exe- 
cution brilliant. the ‘**Memoires of 
Marshal St r, who commanded at 
Dresden during the Dresden campaign,shows 
that in that campaign Napoleon acted without 
aplan, Thiers is ready to say that St. Oyr 
knew nothing and taxes his ingenuity (in a 
historian ingenuity is a suspicious excellence) 
to discover a plan. Unintelligent as a mili- 
tary critic, Thiers is unfair asa narrator of 
facts. First, he occasionally makes affirma- 
tive misstatements. Secondly, he not rarely 
makes omissions of material facts In a narra- 
tion so that the effect of the narration is false. 
Thirdly, he has the trick of sometimes givin 
his mere opinion, but so artfully expressed an 
so artfully connected with facts asto make 
it seemto the unw reader to be a stato- 
ment of historic fact. From Hohenlinden on 
through his voluminous work till Grouchy 
was made Marshal Thiers constantly slights 
him, failing to bestow praise where he merits 
praise, giving slight commendation where he 
deserves warm applause, and thus preparing 
the reader to believe when it suits Theirs’ 
purpose to say so that Grouchy, whom Na- 


oleon selected as the equal of Ney, was a A 


lockhead, if not an ingrate anda knave. 
This digression, if it may be called such, 
seems proper because Thiers is the most in- 
genious and the most unscrupulous of the 
Napoleonist detractors of Greuchy. 

At9o’clock at night Blucher retreated. It 
is a usage that when a portion of a victorious 
army has been held in reserve, the duty be- 
longs to itto pursue the retreating foe, leav- 
ing the tired soldiers who have fought,to rest. 
Grouchy awaited an order te pursue. None 
came. At 10 o’clock he galloped back to 
Fieurus, about three miles distant, to see the 
Emperor. Napoleon had gone to bed forbid- 
ding to be disturbed and had left no order to 
Grouchy and no authority to his chief of staff 
to make an order of pursuit. 
Here was fa great blunder. The nigbt 
after Waterloo Napoleon found that 
Biucher, after marching eight miles through 
mud half knee deep (‘‘Papa’’ constantly rush- 
ing to and fro urging the ‘‘chilaren’’ to go 
faster) and fighting a flerce battie, could pur- 
sue till past midnight with frightful slaughter. 
Within forty-eight hours Napoleon regretted 
his blunder. At daybreak next morning, 
Saturday morning, Grouchy again went to see 
the Emperor but found that he was still asleep 
and that no one dared to waken him nor did 
he appear till 8 o’clock. (Thiers, who, in 
censuring Grouchy and Ney for Napoleon’s 
benefit, is 3 reckless, says the Emperor 
‘‘was up again at 6 o’cleck’’) Even 
then he gave no order of pursuit 
other than to send out on the 
Namur and Liege roads small reconnoliter- 
ing parties of cavairy. He spent the entire 
forenoon in wandering over the battleficld, 
talking politics and dawdling. Up to 9 
o’clock the Emperor had neglected to inform 
Ney of his victory orto give him further or- 
ders. At that hour, accordingly, Ney sent 
him a dispatch asking orders. The reply was: 
„The Prussian army bas been put to rout; 
Gen. Pajoi is in pursuit of them on the roads 
to Namur and Liege. * * * To-day is neces- 
sary to terminate the operation (the battle 
of Ligny), to complete the munitions, to rally 
stragglers and to callin detachments.’’ This 
delay of Napoleon, the delay to pursue 
Blucher Friday night, the delay to pursue him 
at dawn next morning, the delay when he 
arose (the sun three and a half hours high) to 
order pursuit, the purpose to delay. as to 
general activity, during the whole day, as 
declared in his dispatch to Ney—all these suo- 
cessive delays were enough to ruin a cam- 
paign in which swiftness was a necessity, It 
wus ee Friday night and Saturday fore- 
noon that Waterloo was lost, and it was lost 
by Napoleon alone. 

The delay Friday night was the worst of all. 
Friday night Grouchy, pursuing an army 
fatigued, but especially demoralized by de- 
teat, could have infilcted frightful havoc. 
Besiaes, Napoleon could that same night and 
by midnight have had his main army join 
Ney at Quatre Bras with astrong detachment 
blocking the defile at Genappe not three miles 
north of Quatre Bras on the Waterioo road, 
and on Saturday morning could have ruined 
Wellington. S0 the Napoleon of the first 
Italian campaign, the Napoleon of Egzmuhl, 
the Napoleon of the campaign in Eastern 
France in 1814 would have done. In 
this campaign his Empire hung on 
hours; he found it 80 next Sunday 
at Waterloo. But allof Friday night and ail 
of Saturday forenoon he delays. Grouchy 
wonders and is impatient. Ney wonders and 
is impatient. Gen. Vandamme, who at the 
battie of Ligny commanded Napoleon’s ex- 
treme left, wonders and says:: The Na- 
poleon whom. we have known exists more ; 
our yesterday’s success will have no result.“ 
Jomini says: This time lost on Napvleon’s 
part will always remain inexplicable. * * * 
Undoubtedly the Emperor had powerfni mo- 
tives for resigning himself tosuch inactivity; 
but these motives have never reached us. It 
is hardly to be doubted that Napoleon, during 
these days, was afflicted by a malady from 
which for years he had at times suffered acute 
pain and ‘which produced a _ lethargy 
of both body and mind and atendency to 
sleep. His sleep on Tuesday night 
was unusually long. Sunday forenoon just be- 
fore the battle hetook a nap and waked of 
his own accord. Yetin the afternoon while 
the battle in bis front was raging not success- 
fully and while Blucher was thundering at his 
right rear, while his ear was deafened by the 
roar of hundreds ofcannon and by the rattle 
of hundreds of thousands of muskets, while 
his throne was rocking beneath him, he re- 
peatedly nodded and once his head bent for- 
ward and rested on the table in front. 
Napoleon was not himself. 


At 1p. m. on Saturday the Emperor gave 
Grouchy an oral order to take 33,000 troops 
and pursue Biucher toward Namur, that is, 
due east. Grouchy respectiully suggested 
that Blucher then had had tifteen 
hours start, that his own men were 
scattered, some foraging in smoke- 
houses and cellars, 80 that it 
would take time to get them on the march and 
that on the Namur road he would be getting 
further at every step from the main army. 
Napoleon overruled him. At probably 2 p. m. 
the Emperor, in consequence of further in- 
formation, changed his mind and sent a writ- 
ten order to Grouchy: ‘‘March to Gembloux, 
atown some seven miles to the northeast in 
the direction of Liege. * * * Pursue the 
enemy.’’ At 2 o’clock Sunday morning at 
Gembioux, Grouchy, who had scoured the 
country with reconnoitering parties of cav- 
alry, became satisfied that Blucher was mak- 
ing for Wavre and immediately dispatched to 
Napoleon his purpose to push for that place. 

At 10 Sunday morning, the Emperor dis- 
patched to Grouchy announcing that he was 
on the poiut of attacking Wellington 
und ordering that you direct your 
movements upon Wavre, so that you 
— 4 approach us, connect yourself 
with our operations and secure our commu- 
nications, pushing before you the corps of the 
Prussian army which have taken this di- 
rection and which may have stopped at 
Wavre, where youshould arrive as soon as 
possible.“

the pursult of Blucher. The rule to march au 
canon means this: When no battle is expect- 
edanda subordinate officer commanding a 
detachment great or small is lying in canton- 
ment or is sent out on a foraging excursion or 
the like, it be learns by the sound of cannon 
that the main army is in battle, he is to inter- 
pret that sound as equivalent to an express 
order from his chief to march to the main 
army forthwith. But when bis chief antici- 
pates a battie and sends him on aspecial duty, 
for example, to block the enemy’s retreat 
by destroying 4 bridge or by 
occupying a defile, there the rule 
to march au canon has no application. 
Napoleon planned to attack Wellington. In 
conjunction with the plan of an attack of 
Wellington by himself, he charged Grouchy 
with the special duty to ‘‘pursue’’ Blucher, 
at first even supposing Blucher to have gone 
eastward to Namur. Whether the order had 
been too long delayed, whether successful 
pursuit, after the long delay, were possible, 
whether the order, made so late, were wise, 
it did not belong to Grouchy to decide. The 
Emperor’s order made in contemplation of 
himself attacking Wellington, was to pursue. 
Grouchy’s duty was to obey. 

At Wavre Biucher had acted wisely. He 
left Thielman’s strong corps to hold Grouchy 
in check and if possible prevent his crossing 
the river Dyle, and with the rest of his army 
pushed onto Waterloo. Grouchy at Wavre 
fought like a tiger Sunday evening and Mon- 
day forenoon till II o’clock, when he learned 
ot the Emperor’s defeat and rout. Then a 
dificult question arose. During Sunday night 
Blucher had pursued the imperial army far 
down toward Charleroi, To retreat and cross 
thé river at Namur was Grouchy’s task, and 
this task must be executed while a victorious 
and infuriated enemy threatened his flank. 
He succeeded, saved his entire army and re- 
turned with it to France. 

Who are Grouchy’s assailants? First was 
Napoleon, who at St. Helena dictated a paper 
which threw the blame of his Waterloo dis- 
aster on Ney and Grouchy. He treated them 
exactly as, two years before, he had treated 
Gen. Vandamme, whom he sacrificed at 
Culm. Ney’s death in December closed the 
lips ot one ofthe accused but also of a wit- 
ness, The worid loves to support the bigger 
man and hence condemns Grouchy. Yet no 
intelgent student of history vields a particle 
of credence to any unsupported statement of 
Napoleon. Thiers, the leading historian of 
the Consulate and Empire, an ardent Napo- 
leonist, is also avirulent and untruthful tra- 
ducer of Grouchy. GEOFFREY GREGORY.

CONGRESS’ WORKSHOP. 


THE 


COMMITTEE ROOMS AND THE MEN 
WHO WORK IN THEM. 


How Congress Is Changing and Its Wonder- 
ful Increase of Business—Nearly Twenty 
Thousand Bills This Congress—Our 
Statesmen’s Luxurious Quarters—The 
**Slickest’’ Man in the Senate—Gossip 
About the Men Who Make Our Laws. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
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April 3.— The Ways and 
Means Committee of the 
House is now holding 
daily sessions, and repre- 
sentatives of all the man- 
ufacturing and other in- 
terests of the United 
States are having hear- 
ings before it. The ff- 
teen members of the 
Committee on Appropri- 
ations are working 
nightly trying to figure 
out just how many dol- 
lars and cents each part of the Government 
ought to cost, and they will bring in bills 
which will take from the Treasury some- 
where pear $400,000,000 before the session is 
closed. The Committee on Pensions has bills 
Involving $100,000,000 upon its table, and the 
Judiciary Committee is preparing measures 
which involve the courts of the whole United 
States, and which affect every lawyer 
and client in the country. The 
real work of both houses of Con- 
gress does not appear in the newspapers. We 
now have a Congress of business men rather 
than a body of sophomore statesmen, and the 
flowery days of Henry Clay and Tom Corwin 
are gone forever. Year by year stump- 
speaking is dying out. Private conversa- 
tion and quiet talks have taken the place of 
long-winded harangues, and some of the 
hardest workers of both houses never make a 
speech. Four-fifths of the speeches which 
are made are never listened to, and 80 per cent 
of the men whose names appear so often in 
the Congressional Record are un infinential blow- 
hards. 

The committee rooms are the workshops of 
the Capitol. In them is brewed the solid beer 
of legislation. The froth alone appears on 
the floor and asarule the members who stirthe 
Klass and rouse the foam have little todo 
with making the valuable liquid over which 
they spout for Buncombe. At the beginning 
of our history it was possible to consider all 
bills which came before Congress in onen 
session. Nowsuch a thing would be prepos- 
terous and the immensity of the work which is 
unloaded upon Congress increases every 
year. Each session has fully 2 per cent 
more bills than the one that just pre- 
ceded it and the present Congress is up 
to the average. During the Forty-eighth 
Congress about 11,000 bills were presented in 
both Houses. In the Forty-ninth this number 
had crawled up to 15,000, and during the last 
Congress more than 17,000 bills and joint reso- 
lutions were introduced into the Houge and 
the Senate. Allof these bills have to be con- 
sidered in committee, read in the House and 
passed or rejected. Most of them are accom- 
panied by voluminous reports and some have 
volumes of arguments and testimony which 


must be gone through with before their 
merits can be decided. Less than one-sixth 
ot them become laws, and during the last Con- 
gress out of 
THE 17,000 BILLS 

only 1,800 were passed and signed by the Pres- 
ident. The division of them among thé com- 
mittees is the only means by which they could 
be considered at all, and some curious in- 
stances of the ignorance of Congressmen as to 
their work occurs in regardtothem. When 
Senator Manderson first attended the commit- 
tee of which he was a member at bis opening 
session he was givena bill to report upon, 
and he told the clerks to send the pa- 
pers in this bill to nis rooms atthe Port- 
land flats as he intended to do bis work at 
home. The next day he received a full bar- 
rel of manuscript consisting of musty papers 
and enough closely written sheets, if pasted 
together, to have car the whole District 
of Columbia. It took two mail pags to carry 
them, and ay | took up as mich room asa 
dining table. This is the case with thousands 
of these bills, and such pills as those gotten 
up by the Appropriation and the Ways and 

eans represent the work of hundreds of men 
and * * a time if the noere consumed 
upon them could be added together. 

There are in all 118 committees in both 
houses of Congress, and in addition to these 
every day or two a select or special commit. 
tee is appointed. Each committee has from 
three to six members and us chairman repre- 
sents it on the floor of the House or Senate. 
The more important committees have oom. 
mittee roums and messengers to take care 
them. These rooms are antly furnished. 
aes are carpeted with brussels — 

cir ceilings are frescoed wit

virtu stand on their mantels under the im- 
mense mirrors in gilt frames. Nota few of 
these rooms are loafing places as well as 
work-shops, and in some of the committee 
rooms of the Senate private iunches are 
served. Don Cameron has one of the dest 
senatorial committee rooms, and he 
frequently gives a little spread 
here to those he loves. Senator 
Piumb’s committee room is headquarters for 
Kansas politicians and every one bas heard of 
the fine old liquors which Edmunds keeps in 
in hig cupboard at the capitol. Senator Haw- 
ley, who is head of the military affairs ot the 
Senate, has a room in which you will fre- 
quently see old soldiers pleading their 
claims, and Senator Ingalls has perhaps the 
finest room in the whole Capitol building. 
He is chairman of the District of Columbia 
Committee, and his room is as big as a 
church. It has

rug on its floor and the guides bring in visit- 
ors and show them the room. These visitors 
were 80 inquisitive that Ingalls had to quarter 
himself in the further corner of the room 
near the window, and be has put upa blue 
baise curtain with a brass railing around his 
desk to keep the touristsfrom seeing the let- 
ters he writes to his constituents. Senator 
Quay’s committee-room is always filled with 
his friends, whoare waitingtosee him. He 
does dot very often appear, and he has a 
watch-dog in the shape of Dick Murphy, his 
clerk, to keep them off. 

The Ways and Meaus Committee of the 
House, in which the tariff agitators are being 
daily heard, isthe fineston that side of the 
Capitol. It ought to be, for it ls the most Im- 
portant committee of the House. It is walled 
with tariff documents, and the long table 
which fills its center is surrounded at almost 
any hourin the day with noted men. The 
bill which it bas just prepared embraces every 
business in the land, and its provisions affect 
the pocket for better or worse of every in- 
dividual in the country. The reconcil- 
ing of the diverse interests which must 
be done in such a measure re- 
quires an enormous amount of work and 
worry ard the best men in the House are put 
on the Ways and Means. Its chairinan is the 
leader of the majority andMcKinley has taken 
the place of Mills. McKinley overworked 
himself and got sick through its business 
some weeks ago, and Roger Q. Mills telle me 
thatthe position of Chairman of the Ways 
and Means is a cancer which gnaws at the 
vitals ofthe man who holds it. He days he 
has not recovered from the work that he did 
upon it, and McKinley with the Presidential 
bee buzzing in his bonnet is probably more 
annoyed at the fearof a mistake thaa Milis 
was. John G. Carlisle spends a great deal of 
time in this committee room and Roswell P. 
Flower does considerable work within it. 

The Chairman of the Ways and Means has 
for years been a man of great reputation on 
one side orthe other of the tariff question, 
and tne chairmen ofthe various committees 
of both House and Senate are especially fitted 
kor their respective positions. The commit- 
tees are by no means made up by chance, and 
the greatest caution is used te get the 1 
men for t proper places. Speaker Carlisle 
nearly broke bis health in laying out the work 
for the various members of the House, and 
big Tom Reed lost many sleepless nights in 
the same way last December. The head of the 
Committee on Appropriations is Joseph G. 
Cannon of Iilinois.. He has been in the House 
for nearly a score of years, and he is supposed 
to know where every dollar of the

Gen. Garfield said he would rather be on the 
Committee on Appropriations than any other 
because it made him thoroughly acquainted 
with the Government. It is a very important 
committee and only old 1 are 
given places upon it. The Committee on 
Judiciary has fitteen members. All of them 
are lawyers and most of them are judges. All 
sorts of legal questions come before them, 
and they swallow +P everything relating to 
the law. JudgejE. E. Taylor, thelsuccessor of 
Garfield, ts its chairman, and he has been in 
the House for years. The head of the Com- 
mittee on Patente is Banjamin Butterworth 
who was once Commissioner of Patents, an 
the chairman of the Committee on Post- 
offices is an ex-Postmaster, Harry Bingham 
of Pniladeiphia. It is the same with the 
other committees, and the leading figures and 
ee workers are put in the most important 
places. 

The Senate elects its committees by yea and 
nay vote, the majority deciding upon their 
constitution in caucus. Thesame wisdom is 
exercised in the composition of the commit- 
tees, and the chairmen bave their specialties. 
Senator Dawes, the head of the Indian At- 
fairs, has made a hebby of Indian matters for 
thirty years, and he knows more about them 
than any other man lu the country. 
no Detter posted lawyer in the coun than 
Edmunds, and head of the Judic he 
knows more by intuition than any other - 
ator can learn by reason. Allison is pecu- 
liarly fitted to be Chairman of the Committee 
on Appropriations, and his diplomatic talents 
enable him to recenoile the diverse interests 
heb — — before r It was 1 — — 

s actions upon mittee Inga 
made thet kane dee him. He was 
disposing of some objector in his oleaginous 
manner, when one of estern Senators 
admiringly said to logalis: ‘‘Ain’t he slick?“

documents are printed through this com- 
mittee, and its expenditures amount to S. 
000 a year. All of Manderson’s committees 
are bard ones, and he is one of the workers of 
Congress. He is worth his salary, and if Con- 
gressmen were paid in proportion to the work 
they did there would bea wide difference in 
compensation. A man’s value to the Govern- 
his term of office. A Congressman during his 
first two years is worth practically 
nothing, and we could better afford to 
ay such men as Holman and Payson 
,000 a year than the new members $5,000. 
One of the most valuable members of the Sen- 
ate is Cockrell,and this not from any extraor- 
dinary ability but from bard work. Heisa 
sort of senatorial hack and his brotner Sen- 
atorsrelyupon him. They know that he wil 
watch every private bill, and he sits in his 
desk with his fingers on the keys ready to ob- 
ject to anything he does not understand. He 
works twelve hours out of every twenty-four, 
and he isan invaiuable man on the commit- 
tees. Holman has made the subject of appro- 
priations so much of astudy during a score 
and more of years that he knows toa cent 
— how much the old negro women in the 
reasury get for the towels they wash, and he 
can tell you, am sure, as to 
whether the Government furnishes the 
soap or not. He knows the cost of every 
brick in every public building and he saves 
the Government a great deal of money by the 
fear which he inspires in contractors. 
EDMUNDS’ KNOWLEDGE 
Of the law is worth $25,000 a year to the Gov- 
ernmentand Don Cameron’s business ability 
comes out frequently in committees, Cameron 
never speaks on the floor aad he doesn’t work 
very hard on committees. He understands 
how to use other men to help him, bowever, 
and does it. Aldrich of Rhode Island is a good 
worker on financial questions and Bate of 
Tennessee is a valuable committee worker. 
Senator Blackburn is another regular worker 
and Beck takes the place of Allison on the 
Democratic side on the important Committees 
of Finance and Appropriations. He is by no 
means well this session and has not been do- 
ing his usual amount of work. 
The Western Senators are the hardest 
workers. Their correspondence is ten times 
aslarge asthat ofthe Eastern men. Their 
eople are greater letter-writers, and they 
ave more interests before Congress. The 
average Senator from the West gets from one 
hundred to two hundred letters a day while 
an Eastern man can dictate answers to bis 
mailip anhour. They have more questions 
to deal with in committees in which their con- 
stituents are interested, and they are 
as a rule bard workers. Davis 
of Minnesota brings a lawyer’s in- 
sight and habits into his committee work, aud 
Ingalls is one of the hard workers of Con- 
gress. Paddock, the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture, has plenty to do since 
the farmer has become sueh a political quan- 
tity, but as for Payne of Ohio he has done 
nothing since he came to the Senateand is 
doing nothing now. Senator Stanford is a 
worker, notwithstanding his millions, and he 
wants to be on the Committee on Commerce 
and will probably get there by and by. 
Senator Dolph devotes himself especially to 
the Pacific Slope, andoneof his hobbies is 
the improvement of the Columbia River. He 
has been nicknamed by his brother senators 
„The Sportive Dolphia of the Columbia. He 
is a hard-working man, and he approaches 
Cockrell in his hacklike labors. Farwell 
never makes any speeches, but his business 
ability comes out in his committee work, and 
he may be called a silentforce. Wade Hamp- 
ton tries to work, but he has no business 
ability, and Hiscock is both ornamental and 
useful, Senator Hoar is one of the hardest 
committee workers of the Senate. He is the 
schoolmaster of the body and 
CRITICIZES HIS BROTHERS’ 
language upon many occasions. He never 
uses a singular fora plural and he would die 
rather than say, them things, or I done 
it,“ as some of the men who sit near him do. 
He is a potent force on the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, and is the best posted on American histo- 
ry of any man in the body. Senator Sherman 
bas had thirty-five years’ experience in mak- 
ing laws and he has not wasted a day in his 
whole thirty-five years. He is worth more 
than bis salary and as the head of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, he has one of the best 
rooms in the Senate wing. 
Senator Ransom is chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Private Land Claims. When Bayard 
was at the head of this committee it did con- 
siderable work. tet the last two Con- 
resses it has done notbing, and it now hardly 
olds a meeting. Still before it are the tities 
ofa great many of the lands of the South- 
west. New Mexico and Arizonaare crying 
aloud fora bill to settle their titles, but the 
matter lies dormant and Ransom ditte. Sena- 
tor Chandler is as active as a cricket wher- 
ever be la. Hecan’t keep stilla minute, and 
does a good deal of work as chairman of the 
Committee of Immigration. Cullom

He isa fine 
business man, and he learned while he was a 
page that he couldn’t catch files with vinegar 
and he uses diplomacy in his work.

Stewart of Nevada does a great deal of work, 
both on the floor and in committee. He is at 
the head of the Committee on Mines and Min- 
ing, and ie a crank upon silver. Walthall is 
the pest type of a Southern gentleman states- 
man; and, like Butler, he gets through with a 
great deal of work in a very easy way. The 
new Senators have not been here long enough 
to show their mettie, but the miliions which 
MeMillan has made in making cars ougut to 
make him a good chairman formanufactures, 
and Moody ought to know something about 
Indian depredations, over which he is chair- 
m FRANK G. CARPENTER.

ton jacket, the oape cloak and the luxurious 
over coat of box cloth. 

The dressmaker is not burdened with mod 
estly, but she has been foreed to acknowledge 
her inability to handie cloth. With the 
diaphanons tulles, net, mull and gauze 
for evening toilets she is in her ele- 
ment. She can create Frenchy effects, but 
any effort to reproduce the smart English 
jacket results in a dead failure of design and 
lamentabie waste of material. The staff, as it 
were, of her existence is whalebone, on which 
she leans foraupport. Take away the fibrous 
little rods and she goes to pieces profession- 
ally and caves in physically. If she could 
bone a walking-jacket she declares that she 
could fit like atailor. Asshe can’t employ 
that weapon of defense, she has been obliged 


to surrender the square and goose and leave 


the field of cloth to the tailor. 

Now, it is well for the noyice to understand 
that in attempting to cut and fit, make and 
finish a cloak she has undertaken a very diff- 
cult task, one requiring skill and a practical 
knowledge of form and design. The contract 
is a serious matter, because valuable material 
must be risked. Unless reasonably experi- 
enced in drafting and sewing it will be ad- 
visable to pay a tailor a couple of dollars to 
cut the garment and use latent talent in 
finishing it, for unless the cloth is 
cut properly no device can be used 
to make it fit properly. Another plan is the 
use of a pattern which has been tried satis- 
factorily. For this purpose a regular basque

pattern will answer, with this modification, 
that all the gores be half an inch wider than 
for the dress. This extra allowance is requi- 
site because of the thickness of the cloth and 
also for ease in getting the garments on and 
off. Aside from this enlargement of all the 
seams, the arm-holes should be cut one-haif 
ao inch lower than 

* A DRESS WAIST 
requires. If a long cloak of the ulster, 
polonaise of pelisse pattern is desired, 
the gores are carried down the 
length required, but the side seams 
are not cut. The frontand side of the skirt 
are leftin one piece, the seam under the arm 
ending just below the hips. Usually the back 
beam is left open from the waist down, for 
what is called the coat effect, as in the Prince 
Albert coat. With a plaſted or shirred back 
the seam is closed, the purpose then being to 
protect and cover the dress, The widtn of 
the skivt varies with the size of the woman 
and the character of the garment, Very heavy 
beavers, chinchillas and broadcloth are not 
deslrable to walk in, hence, when used 
the skirt is as scant as it is possible to 
make it. Light-weight cheviots, worst- 
eds, kersies, biazer flannels and home- 
spuns that measure 72 inches round the hem 
are usual for a woman 48 round the hips.

Of all the- garments worn by woman there is 
nothing as difficult to make as a jaunty jacket. 
Eleven fall where one isa success incut. for 
this reason we advise the inexperienced seam- 
stress to confine herself to some simpler wrap, 
either a sack, cape, dolman, mantle or circu- 
lar. With a sack the hang is loose and when 
the collar is in place and the sleeve properly 
set the task is achieved. Among the robes so 
enecompassingin size and luxurious in com- 
fort there are a dozen or more styles to choose 
from, yoke to which the 
cloak some have little cape 
shoulders and others are designed 
after the conventional nun’s cloak 
and provided with acowl, or hood, An in- 
side ribbon will hold the fullness about the 
waist, and as a preventive against balloon 
effects the hem can be wired or weighted with 
smeilghot. For general travel, shopping and 
driving this is the queen of wraps, as it can be 
removed indoors and on the street does away 
with the necessity of a storm-coat.

Patti live in 
the year round; it is a cloak of this sort that 
physicians approve as being the best safe- 
guard against coldin the whole catalogue of 
cloaks, For walking, of course, they are not 
desirable, butas an all-round, always ready 
wrap they have no superior. 

Another delightful street wrap isthe long 
coat, which reacnesto the ground and may 
be made single or double-breasted. If heavy 
or medium weight cloth is selected it is only 
necessary to line it a few inches below the 
waist. A pattern must be depended upon, 
unless the seamstress isa draughtswoman, 
and very little remains to be said about the 
making, whichis merely machine work. If 
the waististoo long that defect can be rem 
edied by raising up the neck and shoulders, 
when, of course, the collar and armhole will 
have to be cut down. The all-important thing 
after the fitting is the pressing with a hot iron 
over 

A DAMPENED CLOTH. 
Every seam must be laid so flat as to make the 
4 seem seamless. It will not be possi- 
la to open the seam roundthe arm, but it 
can be pressed down and trimmed off close to 
the stitching. 

Three pockets are considered necessary, 
two for use, and a ticket pocket, as much for 
decoration as utility. Dressmakers make a 
mistake in omitting the lining from the pocket 
welt. Thereis no cloth, no matter how ex- 
cellent, that will stand the strain required of 
a pocket welt without a staying of some sort. 
Anything will do, but something must be 
placed inthe fold of the welt. Canvas will 
stiffen and stay, but apiece of silesia le better 
Use silk to stitch the edge of the cloak, collar 
and welts, and twist to tack the pockets. 

Face the bottom of the sleeve, whether a 
lining is used or not. A row of stiching ora 
piece of silk binding may beused to sim- 
ulatea cuff, which answers every purpose 
and is less clumey than a real cuff would be. 
It is the fashion now to leave the under seam 
of the siéeve open three or four inches, finish 
the edges raw, work two or three button- 
holes and close it again with buttons. 

On the make up of sleeves it is not ad- 
visabieto try and doaway with lining, for 
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even if light colored Gresses are not exposed 
to the dye that crocks in some of the best of 
woolen fabrics, the garment is pulled and 
stretched unnecessarily getting it on and off. 
Aside from the wear of thecloth the tem- 
per is ruffied. It only takes a small 
piece of silk or satin to line a pair of sleeves 
and the luxury more than pays for the invest- 
ment. Don’t forget to sponge the cioth before 
cutting it. Wring a sheet or old tableeloth out 
of cold water and roll the cloth up in it, to 
revent itsbrioging in damp or wet weather. 
ome cloths do not require this precaution 
being dampened in the mill. As a rule, all 
cloths have a gloss on the surface which is 
undesirable, to remove which lay a damp 
cloth or pad on it ene peers with a hot iron 
unt ii dry. This will take off the luster and at 
the same time shrink it sufficiently. It is a 
waste of money to invest in poor cioth. Cot-

Two Classes of Men That Are Found in 
This Busy World.

What is known as the practical man is 
usually one who has obtained his training or 
edugation through hard work and experience 
with men ratber than by school studies and 
books. The ideal manisone who, though 
familiar with books and theories, has also 
practical knowledge of men through asaocia- 
tion with them. But these ideals are scarce 


even among the great. It has frequently been 
observed that the successful men of a city are 
often those who came to the city from the 
eountry, many of them poor lads with Iittle 
knowledge derived from school studies. One 
explanation of their success is that they have 
greater physical strength than their city-bred 
brothers, and therefore are better abie to 
withstand the fatigues of harassing business. 
This is, however, only a partial explanation. 
They have been, as a rule, better educated. 
They have studied not only books, but men 
and things. The sum of their knowledge, 
thoueh not derived from dooks, 
greater than that of the city 

who has been crammed with 

mation at second-hand. General intelli- 
gence counts for much, but to make a man a 
leader among mén it must be supplemented by 
experience and knowledge to he gained in 
various ways. Ifit be true that ‘‘the proper 
study of mankind is man, it ts also true that 
man should be studied from the originals, 
not from descriptions. Books may be used as 
«xaides or to aid original studies, but they 
should not be dad upon altogether. The stu- 
dent, whatev his future calling may be, 
should have Practical experience with his 
fellow men in business and in sociallife. He 
shouid gather knowledge by contact with the 
things of this world, and ase books only as 
additional sources of information, of the 
highest value only to those who are already 
the most learned. If all men were rightly 
trained and cultivated, such s classification 
as that of practical and theoretical would be 
Impossible. The practical man would under- 
stand theories, the theoretical man would 
have practical knowledge of affairs, and both 
— be gainers oy the broadening of their 
views.

Now Authors Sell What They Write and Get 
- €ash—No Longer Dependent on the 


a Favor of Princes—A Great Advance in 


Self-Respect and Better Conditions— 
Newspaper Work Literary Work.

HE most curious de- 
volopment of the re- 
cent decade from one 
point of view is the 
habit of regretful retro- 
spection. Of course 
the good old days“ 
have been food for mel- 
ancholy rhetoricians 
ap since the days when 
that theoretical moral- 
| ist, King . Solomon, 
ruled a harém in Jerusalem, but it is doubtful 
if they were ever anything more than 
acheap adornment of cecilamation. But of 
late this practice of looking backward appears 
_ 40 be the serious occupation of many people 
who are not rhetoricians, and who certainly 
might be better employed. Particularly 18 
this the case with certain idealists who are 
very much concerned about the state of liter- 
ary morality or rather, perhaps, of newspaper 
morality—though th distinction between lit- 
erary work and newspaper work is, in our 
day, only one of degree, literature being 
newspaper work raised to the nth 
power. If literature is a record or 
mirror of life ‘and thought a 
good literature is not possible, except from 
men trained to habits of observation, and no 
man can see more than one who has a well- 
developed newspaper instinct. Some of the 
most successful literary men are merely news- 
paper reporters writ large—most of them, in- 
deed, having been in their early life observers 
of the elementary facts of life in the service of 
newspapers. Hence a comparison between 
literary morality, pastand present, can best 
be made by comparing the method by which 
literary men, past and present, got their start 
in the literary life. 

In the days before mentioned—the good old 
days—there was a prevalent theory that liter- 
ary men should give their work and wares and 
be content with glory. The same theory is 
still held by some literary idealists—young 
men for the most part two years this side of 
graduation inthe school of experience. But 
the theory is not adapted to our penny- 
peddling time, and the young enthusiasts are 
compelled sooner or later to plunge their 
abstract fancies into ai solution of 
concrete fact. In dealing with physical ne- 
cessity the bargain is all one way, and the 
transition from idealism to realism under 
duress of necessity is as quick as the transi- 
tlon from good to evil. The stomach is a 
great potentous fact, and even young poets 
have stomachs. It is one thing and a good 
thing to have a plan, but it is quite another 
to adhere to the plan when one is struggling 
for existence in the crowd and confusion of 
actual life. If the plan is an ideal—an im- 
portation of mere scholarship from an alien 
time, to carry it into the conflict is the worst 
sort of folly. An ideal is the cheapest com- 
modity in the market, as any man or 
woman will learn who trys to deal in it. And 
it must be admitted that the commercial in- 
stinct le right in this case at least, for the 
peddier of an ideal is a poor creature. His 
eyes are weak and watery; he dares not look 
afactin the face. Not that ideals are in 
themselves bad things. If they do not smell 
too much of the past or of the impossible 


they have a certain 
Z.BTHETIC VALUE. 

But dislike it as we will, we must confess 
that this is not a good age for ideals. In some 
other age, perhaps, they will blossom like the 
rose. But, untortunately—or is it fortunately? 
—we shall not be here then. 

But there is a good deal of humbug about 
this old theory of literary compensation, just 
as there is a good deal of humbug about 
everything old—except, of course, old people. 
In the old days people lived closer to the soil 
than now, and were not so wholly the -laves 
of industrial circumstances. The distance 
between garret aud palace was not so great as 
has been reported. Besides, while the aspir- 
ing author often hada hard struggle with 
poverty, he took good care to turn the glory 
with which he was supposed to be content, to 

ecuniatry account. e called it glory or 

ame. We callit advertising or notoriety. 
The difference is one of word, or if there is a 
difference it is in our favor. He used his 
rhetoric to flatter a noble patron, that 
thrift might follow favoring. ‘The ‘‘literary 
aspirant’’ of our Gay in the intervals of his 
newspaper work does something picturesque 
or disreputable—like writing a questionable 
novel!“ and then finds himself suddenly trans- 
formed into a literary man with an established 
reputation. To be sure this Barnum-like 
method of getting established isnot a nice 
method, butitis quite as honorableas the 
methods of the men who wrote the dedications 
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„ found in the books of the seventeenth and | 


eighteenth centuries. Besides the modern 
magazinist or newspaper writer willin his 
lucid moments admit that he is a humbug 
and an honest egnfession takes off halfthe 
curse. It is a choice between the servile 
hypocrit and the frank humbug, between the 
methods of wen who slipin by the back door 
andthe fashion of men who force their way 
in by frank mendacity—for there isa species 
of mendacity which is frank, and nothing is 
so Gelightful to easy going people as to be de- 
‘luded by a liar whom we al) know to be lying. 
Of couree genius or even great talentis not 
here considered. The best literary work is 
probably done for sheer love of it While we 
Know little or nothing about hislife and fort- 
unes itis probable Shakespeare wrote as he 
did because he could not gy 4 it, although 
we have some evidence thutin his early ca- 
reer atleast he was hampered by a hanker- 
ing after aristocratic patronage and to be 
sure he always looked out for his pay. But 
with his genius, which was well nigh super- 
. human, he could not have helped expressing 
himself in literary form. He took pay for his 
work but whether or not he realizedit him- 
selfthe pay was only anincident in his tre- 
mendous career. The same may be said of 
Milton, who got £5for ‘‘Paradise Lost. He 
wrote the poem because, as he hinted, he 
was himself a greatpoem. Edward Gibbon 
spent twenty years ob his great history and 
he got a snug sum out of it, but not halt 80 
much as he could have made out of a private 
secretaryship toa stupid politician. In our 
day Herbert Spencer, John Stuart Mill and Al- 
fred ‘Tennyson—all men of 
THE FIRST RANK 
wrote because they had something to say and 
Were under compulsion of their own natures 
tosay it. Spencer never made a living out of 
his philosophical work, but it is duubtfal it 
the promptings of poverty were everso strong 
as were the promptings of Spencer’s great 
thought demanding expression. Tennyson 
has made large sums out of bis poetry, but 
xcept, perhaps, in a few later pleces—there 
6 no taint of finance In his verse. These men 
cannot be brought underor judged by any 
rules. They prescribe their own rules. But, 
excluding them from consideration and con- 
fining attention to men of mere ordinary 
talent, men who play at being great for their 
Own amusement and profit, it must be ad- 
mitted that the modern ‘‘literary man is 
uite as much of a man as his foretime self,

Bat it was not every sycophant that made 
his fawning pay. Myles Davies, who has been 
kindly rescued from oblivion by Isaac Disraeli, 
complains bitterly of the ‘‘stinginess of hard- 
hearted patrons.’’

The suthor had been tipped and wanted to be 
tipped again. Poor Abraham Cowley spent 
many years in the exiled court of Chartes II., 
when that genial jester was on his travels. 
He confesses that he could not see life for the 
paint there was on it. but he did not learn 
anything. When the King and his court came 
back to England Cowley dressed up an old 
play originally written in the interest of roy- 
alty and brought it out as a compliment to his 
royal master, Envious rivals persuaded the

satire and Cowley lost favor. He 
fell into a melancholy and died— 
apparently of a broken heart. But he got his 
reward after death. Buried between Chaucer 
and Spencer, aduke raiseda marble monu- 
ment over him and royalty, so it is said, shed 
some tears. Cowley was nota bad man nora 
writer without merit, but he had the virus of 
sycophancy in his blood and he suffered a fate 
common among those who hang on princes’ 
favors. Compare him with 
THE NEWSMAN WHO PEDDLES 
a readable item gathered from his observa- 
tion of street life. Certainly the news man 
does not get any tips nor any glory and he 
would not be content’’ with either. But he 
gets hard cash for an equivalent in the market 
and parts with none of hie self- respect. True 
his is not always literary work, but if he con- 
tinues to pay more attention to life than to his 
periods he will yet win a province in litera- 
ture. ° 

The difference between pastand present is 
the difference between glory and common 
sense, between tips and cash. Glory and tips 
are characteristic of aristocracy. Democracy 
is distinguished by common sense and cast. 
In passing from one to the other the ‘‘literary 
man’’ has lost something of manner, but he 
has gained a mine of matter. People who find 
life dull without the picturesque features of 
aristocracy, or, like Matthew Arnold, look in 
vain for ‘‘distinction’’ in Democracy, forget 
that Democracy when agitated has been noted 
for its brilliant coloring, while the exchange 
of distinction“ between degrees 
of beribboned dullness for that be- 
tween degrees of originality in character 
is not a bad one. Characters are, perhaps, 
not so colossal now, but they are more nu- 
merous and closer at hand. They offer them- 
selves for inspection at every street corner 
andthe ‘‘literary man’’ can turn them into 
cash with a readiness that his glory-covetous 
predecessor could never command. Alto- 

gether the literary man’’ has every reason 
to feel satisfied that the old theory of glory 
has been replaced by the new practice of casb. 
Still, it may be conceded for the comfort of 
retrospective philosphers that the time is not 
as it should be. But even this fact has its 
compensating aspect, for if it were the best 
possible what a very stupid time it would be.

| THE COUNT OF PARIS. 


CASTELAR, THE SPANISH REPUBLICAN, 
ARRAIGNS THE ORLEANS FAMILY: 


He Tells What They Have and Have Not 
Done—A Monarchy Out of the Question 
in France—The French Republic and the 
Imprisoned Duke—What the Recent 
Imbroglic Was Due To. 


Special Correspondence of SN DAY PosT-DIsPATCH. 
ü : ADRID, March 16.—The 
imprisonment of the 
Duke of Orleans, coin- 
ciding with the death, 
in Spain, of the Duke of 
Montpensier and with 
the voyage of the Count 
of Paris to America, has 
wrought a profound 
„change in the political 
~ situation of that sorry 
family whose ambition 
has led them into crimes 
that are an indelible stain on the bistory of 
Europe. The Duke, a young man of 21, the 
eldest son of the Count of Paris, on his 
coming of age, vindicates the common right 
to perform his military service, inyoking a 
principle so radically opposed to his preten- 
sions and hig position as the principle of 
equality. Often enough the Princes of the 
House of Orleans have manifested sentiments 
distinguishing them from ordinary humanity, 
and once again they have done so. This 
youthful Duke, when he began his escapade, 
ought to have betnought him that the dead 
body of his grandfather, the Duke of Mont- 
pensier, was being borne from the Escurial, 
and that it was, therefore, a time for mourn- 
ing and retirement in virtue of that reverence 
which is shown to the dead wherever there 
beats a human heart. 
But the heir to such boundless and criminal 
ambition as that shown by the Orleans 
family, having come into the world with an 
inextinguishable thirst of dominion, sets that 
passion high above any feelings of respect or 
duty. The Orleans family having dipped into 
the Boulanger enterprise, fonnd it an impera- 
tive necessity to rehabilitate themselves, and 
to that end invented the extra- 
ordinary escapade of their exiled Dau- 
phin. Having broken the laws which 
exiled him, it was right that he should be tried 
and suffer the pains and penalties incurred 
by suchabreach. The Republican govern- 
ment had purposed showing lenity and for- 
bearance in their judgment of the spoilt boy’s 
silly and inconsiderate sally, but the Royal- 
ists, witb even less good sense than their new 
chief, converted this madcap business into a 
political step that should lead to a restoration, 
when it was plainly their duty to recall the 
young man to a respectful observance of the 
INSTITUTIONS OF HIS COUNTRY. 
The worst that could betall them would be for 
the boy, flatter-biinded by his henchmen, to 
yield to the temptation of imitating Prince 
Victor and conspire, as is the habit with royal 
heirs, against his own father. The scant 


respect shown by him for the dead body of his 
grandfather promises little in the way of any 
tender feeling for the persons of his father 
and mother. 

A monarchy is entirely out of the question 
in France, and the least authorized of the 
representatives of monarchy arethe princes 
ofthe house of Orleans, demi-bourbons aud 
demi-regicides. So the upshot of this whole 
Duke of Orleans business will be an evasion, 
prepared by the French RepnbNean Conserva- 
tive party, who want to recruit Parliamentary 
Orleanists and which will bea fresh victory 
for the French radical party which grows and 
prospers in proportion asthe right takes on 
a revolutionary tinge, which this Little Duke 
episode gives them. Let them, however, do 
what they may and say what they will, in 
France the Republic is immortal, 

A fact no less calculated to render one in- 
dignant, is the accountto which the French 
Royalists turn this occurrence and the — in 
which they improve the occasion by railing 
against the Republican Government. At a 
time when the French Republic reposes tran- 
uilly on a firm basis not to be shaken, free 
rom socialism, that thorn in the flesh of 
Germany, Austria and Prussia, and reaps, 
after its inarvelous exhibition, the legitimate 
fruits of the union of peace and liberty, a 
thoughtless pretender recalisthe horrors of 
civil war and by his inopportune presence 
disturbs the general order; not to mention 
that he lets loose on France the pack of dicta- 
torialand revolutionary Catilines, fed on the 
bread and water of Orleanist monarchy, and 
who fancy that they are on the eve of a coup 
d’etat that shall destroy those Democratic and 
Republican institutions to which the French 
are attached, and which have gained for their 
country amoral influence in the world im- 
mensely superior to what in past days her 
powerful armies and short-lived conquests 
bad won for ber. And what

me is to observe bow the followers of the Duke 
pa as martyrs because the French Republic 

as imprisoned a prince of the royal blood. 
Have these good gentlemen, peradventure, 
no sin of a like nature inthe records of their 
history? Without referring to remote ages, 
or recalling the calumnies poured out on the 
head of Marie Antoinette and the vote passed 
on the death of Louis XVI, did not they im- 
prison, did not Leuis Philippe himself, for 
that matter, imprison the Duchess of Berry, 
rejegating Ler to an old fortress or castle, 
regardiess of the consideration due 
to her descent and sex? The 
fact is of importance, usa proof of the re- 
spect, or rather want of respect, shown by 
monarchs to members of their own families, 
who like themselves had worn a crown and 
shared their history. It is so significant a 
fact at this conjuncture that } am surprised 
that during the dally polemic$ of the French 
press it has not been hinted at. And yet this 
notorious abuse of the Duchers of Berry is all 
to the confusion of the Orleans family. I 
need not repeat the discreditable story here. 
It is too well known to allthe students of the 
July Monarchy. Suffice it to say that the Or- 
leans family proved implacabie towards the 
illustrious Princess, to whom they were 
united by the closest ties of kindred. The

But in France the Republic is less recent, 
less feeble and lees fragile than was the case 
in Spain in 1868, and all that the Orleauist 
Princes have succeeded in accomplishing is a 
dramatic representation. There was an im- 
teresting trial, an eloquent defense, a noley 
demonstration on the part of the demagogues, 
and the performances wound up with a sen- 
tence of condemnation, to be followed by a 
melancholy captivity in which the descendants 
of a hundred kings may linger out a pardon 
and await the free air and thelight that a 
plebian like Carnot may deign to grant him.
